Some years ago I was working on one of 
the leading dailies of the west, and my friend, 
Tom Bennett. was practicing law inj the same 
pity.

How the Unknow n Tramp 
Assignment. 
Irom The Chicago Mail. 

A few weeks ago an unknown tramp re- 
porter applied for work at the office of The 
Cincinnati Enquirer and was given temporary 
employment. He was taciturn, unsociable, 
morose, and his work gave no indication that 
he was any exception tothe army of bohe- 
mian newspaper workers to which he belonged. 
One night there came an unusual rush of 
news and J. B. McCormick, the well-known 
‘*Macon”’ of the New York press, who 
at that time filled the city editor's 
chair in The Enquirer _ oftice, was 
driven nearly wild by the unprecedented crush 
of important imatters to be covered. Every 
man on his force who could be utilized was 
pressed into reportorial service and sent out on 
assignments. At the last moment word was 
received that a murder had been committed at 
the Cincinnati gasworks. In desperation this 
was turned over to the new man, with instruc- 
tions to investigate the case as thoroughly and 
as quickly as possible. 

Within an hour he was back at the office. 
Without saying a word,to any one he threw 
himself down upon a long table in the re- 
porters’ room, and. stretched outat full length, 
began to write with his face held close to the 
paper beneath him. Several of his co-workers 
who spoke to him received no reply. The 
‘“‘copy’’ boy was unable to claim his attention. 
McCormick himselfcame striding across the 
room and shook him roughly by the 
shoulder.

Arp’s Opinion of the Grand Army's 
Commander, 


WHO STOOPS TO LITTLE THINGS 


Instead of Bearing Himself with the Dig- 
nity of His Position—Another Ap- 
peal for the Unmarked Graves. 


It is a pitiful spectacle when a great man 
belittles himself. I don’t know that General 
Palmer is a great man, but he is in a notable 
position, and must have been of good fighting 
reputation, or he wouldent have been put at 
the head of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
Since he has exhibited his lack of bigness, I 
have tried to spot him, but can’t. John Me- 
Cauley Palmer was a major general, and be- 
came governor of [llinois; but this man signs 
his name John Palmer. Maybe he is the same 
man orhis son shrunkup. Of course heisa 
politician, or he never would have issued such 
a big bulletin about such a little thing as that 
old confederate flag. A big-hearted, broad- 
minded soldier would have smiled and said: 
“Oh, well, that doesent amount to anything. 
Let the boys g-t out their flags and air them 
once inawhileifthey wish to. Thev don’t 
mean any harm byit. We can’t force them 
to smother their memories. We have had re- 
nnions at Chattanooga and other places down 
south, and the boys in blue and the bovs 
in gray came together and wore their 
old uniforms. When Ben Hili’s statue 
was uncovered a few years ago, General 
Longstreet rode in the procession and had on 
his old confederate uniform. I don’t suppose 
anybody doubts his loyalty to the union. The 
south has bailt monuments totheirconfederate 
dead, and have pensioned their widows and 
the one-armed, one-legged, one-eyed veterans, 
and itisallright Thereis no treason in it. 
These demonstrations come from loyal, patri- 
otic hearts, and are tributes to valorand suffer- 
ing. Wecan’t suppress that, and we ought 
not to wish to. The best way to bind a nation 
together is with kindness, and not with force, 
or threats, or abuse. They area great peopie 
down south—a brave people—and this nation 
will need their help sooner or later. Let them 
bring out an old tattered, bullet-torn flag once 
inawhile. Every hole initis a compliment 
to us, and to them, too. Wo are all friends 
now, and if the rebs want to brag a little once 
ina while, let them do it. That’s all they 
have got left—the poor privilege of bragging, 
and that ought to be accorded to every van- 
quished foe.”’ 

A noble hearted man would have talked 
that wav and the world would have endorsed 
it, but this smal! malicious creature is always 
hunting foraninsult and he wants to keep 
himself before the people. He is afraid that 
they will forget him, and so ever and anon he 
flies to his inkstand and issues a bulletin—- 
wants a bigger office, I reckon. He and his 
sort are the fellows who raised such a racket 
when Mr. Cleveland wanted to give back our 
flags. 

We were never engaged in a more righteous 
service than wewere thatday in honoring 
Henry Grady, and it was all becanse of his ef- 
forts for peace—blessed peace between the 
north and south. But for those two speeches 
that electrified the nation, there would have 
been no monument, no statue, no speeches, no 
procession, no flags. Grady's father was a sol- 
dier, and the son was proud of it, and said so 
in New York and in Boston, andit would not 
have been unfitting if the flag the father had 
followed had been placed unfolded at the feet 
of the son. 

A great heart never hunts for an insult. 
It is the nature of some selfish, sordid, 
envious dispositions to be continually on the 
lookout for something to hawk at—something 
to construe maliciously. Those are the people 
who have what the law calls malice afore- 
thought, and they can get up more devilment 
in a community than all other classes put to- 
gether. Some northern papers have been sent 
me containing acopy of the prayer delivered 
by Rev. Father Picherit at the unveiling of 
the confederate monument at Jackson, Miss. 
They call it “outrageous blasphemy.’ It is 
not blasphemy, for there is nothing irreverent 
to God or sacred thingsin it, but he is the 
most unreconstrnucted rebel I have read after 
ir alongtime. It reminds me of some ofthe 
prayers we used to hear about the beginning 
of the war when our preachers thought that 
Providence was on our side and we were just 
obtiged to whipin the fight. Father Picherit 
and General Palmer ought to be put on a com- 
mittee of two to make up a treaty of peace be- 
tween the north and the south. Wouldent 
the fire fiy? I would bet on the 
preacher, though, for he is an Jrishman 
and if he couldent convert the general one 
way he would another. 

One of these northern papers gives a list of 
the national cemeteries. There are eighty- 
two of them, and the largest is at Vicksburg, 
and has 16,620 graves. Thenumber in al! is 
327,179—and probably seventy-five thousand 
more in private burying grounds. It costs the 
government 60 cents a year for each soldier, 
and this makes about two hundred thousand 
dollars a year, and the south pays a third of it, 
and has been paying it for twenty-five years. 
Not a dollar of it is expended upon the graves 
of our dead; and yet some of their conserv- 
ative people talk about love and _ friendship— 
and-President Harrison said in his speech that 
“Weare now aunited people, and all have 
equal rights and -privileges.’”” What a_bur- 
lesque on equality. 

But it fatignes our indignation to dwell on 
this subject—this national neglect of the con- 
federate dead. I reckon maybe General Pal- 
mer will let us fix up their graves and 
put up &@ monument or two to commem- 
orate their valor, even if it was treason. 

And now, Mr. Editor, will you please pub- 
lish the list of soldiers I send you so that the 
relatives and friends may know whose and 
who they are. I have received some Jetters 
inquiring about them, and wanting to know if 
such and such a soldier is on the list. A son 
writes that he does not know where his father 
was buried, but that he was mortally wounded 
near Charlottesville. I found his name on the 
list, and the son sent meadollar. When the 
call was made for Fredericksburg nearly all 
the contributions came from the veterans who 
had seen service. The largest contribution 
caine from a northern man. The man who 
sent the first dollar for Fredericksburg sent 
the first money for Charlottesville, but he 
doubied it this time. An Atlanta man who is 
a native of South Carolina sent me $2, one for 
his native state and one for Georgia. But the 
money comes slowly—only $12 up to date. 
It will come, though—I think it will. 
Now here is the list. Every one of those 
soldiers was a man and a brother, and 
was dear tosomebody at home. Those good, 
kind ladies of Virginia have done what they 
could, bus’ now it is time that we mark the 
graves of:.our own Georgia patriots. Let us 
do it. BiL_t ARP.

Ingersoll on Liberty. 

Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll lectured in Chicago 
on Saturday-night, onthe subject of “Liberty.” 
He said, among other things: 

“What do I mean by liberty? Let me explain. 
Ifa man is prevented from going where he desires 
by a high mountain, or rushing river, or wild 
beasts, he does not think he is enslaved. DButif a 
man with a gun stands on the opposite shore of 
the stream and says that the other shall not cross, 
then that is slavery. The idea of liberty is not to 
be interfered with by a like intelligence, whether 
in earth or in heaven. Itis not to be interfered 
with by those who gloat over their vic- 
tory. n the world of thought and specu- 
lation there shouid be absolute liberty. ‘There 
is room in the intellectual air for every wing that 
flies, room on the intellectual sea for every Sail. 
One is the majority; every soul is sovereign, 
robed and crowned, absolutely free. In the re- 
public of the mind men should give every mentai 
right to their fellow men that they claim for 
themselves, Tonight I shall speak for the most 
part of liberty of thought, the mght to investi- 
gate, to guess for yourself, to peo the future 
according to your own fancy and dictated by no 
other. If there be gods, I give tothem the same 
right that I give to myself. 

“In the days of old our ancestors believed that 
it was necessary forall tothink alike, especially 
on those questions which nobody knew anything 
about. They believed there was a being who had 
promised eternal joy to those who believed a cer- 
tain way, and punished those who did not. All 
the ingenuity of the world cannot make two 
clocks which will keep time exactly alike. All the 
machinery of human invention cannot 
make two things alike. Nature cannot do 
it. In the forest there are not two leaves which 
are exact counterparts of each other. Yet our 
ancestors thought they could make all that 
living, throbbing, passionate flesh walk in the 
same pathway. If they could, what a stupid 
world we should have had! I believe that intel- 
lectual splendors are born of diversity, and not of 
force applied tothe brain of man. Our ancestors 
tortured their fellow creatures with the thumb- 
screw and the rack for the sake of spreading the 
gospel of universal love. 

“A race which has to emerge from barbarism by 
the blood of inartyre had better remain in dark- 
ness forever. Butifit bad not been for these 
men who said, ‘I will never stain the whiteness of 
my soul,’ we would have been in darkness still. 
While Llive I will do what I canto augment the 
liberty of man, woman and child. Afterall, it is 
a question of intellectual development. Tell me 
whata man belleves and I will fell 
of his intellectual development. I went 
an exhibition and saw the dugout in which floated 
a barbarian orthodox inhis day and generation. 
Then 1 saw the great ship which went sailing over 
the ocean without missingathrob or beat of its 
mighty iron heart. Fromthe tomtom to the in- 
struinents of melody today, from the club to the 
Krupp gun, from a rude sketch on the side of the 
rock toa glorious painting, is the measure of in- 
tellectual development. 

“How isit that when it came to religion the 
world stood still? There has been no improve- 
ment on the Christian devil for thousands of 
years. He has stillthe horns and cloven foot he 
was endowed with in the early ages. If this 
course had been followed in music, do vou think 
we could have had the symphonies of Beethoven 
and the operas of Wagner? We have improved 
on the dugout owned by the barbarian. I plead 
for the same right to improve on his theology. 

“Ihnagine a human being claiming the right to 
think and not giving it to others. When you 
destroy liberty of mind it acts on the intellectual 
progress of the world asif all the streams and 
springs flowing into the Missisajppi were stopped 
—the river would dry up. Mén have not only 
been enslaved in mind, but in body. It was not 
until 1833 that Great Britain abolished slave trade 
in her colonies. It was not until 1863 that Lincoln 
abolished slavery here, so that this country has 
only been -worth living in for twenty-eight years. 

“Give to every man what he earns with his 
hands. Capital takes too much, labor gets too 
little. Flesh and blood are more sacred than 
gold. The time will come inthis country when 
every man will demand the right to catch some 
happiness before he quits the world. 

*Men are slaves, but women are the slaves of 
slaves. In my opinion, woman has every right 
butone,and thatisthe right to be protected. 
They say that woman is the cause of all tronble. 

i pain and tears have been accounted 
for becanse Eve ate the forbidden fruit. -But I 
would rather live on earth with the woman I love 
than in a heaven alone with men. A man who de- 
stroys the happiness of wife and child is a mur- 
derer. It is a duty to get married—the noblest 
ambition to have a home. A man who has loved 
and been loved has made a success, even if he dies 
in the gutter. 

“What is success? I would rather be a French 
peasantina hut, with a family, and go down to 
indistinguishable dust, than that impersonation 
of force and murder, Napoleon I. 

‘Tl would giye a divorce toevery man if the 
woman had vioMted her contract. lL would give 
divorce toevery woman who wanted it, whether 
the man had violated the contract or not. No 
woman should live witha man she does not love. 
It is not virtuous to do it, and the highest 
form of virtue is the purest form of 
love. If women are the slaves of 
slaves, children are something worse, Pa- 
rents make a mistake in bringing up children in- 
stead of letting them grow. Ifa father isa tyrant 
his child will be a liar. The lie comes crawliny 
out of the white mouth of fear. Children should 
grow inthe climate of goodness. The orthodox 
barbarian in the dugout was opposed to all happi- 
ness on Sunday. 

“We are going to have in this city the greatest 
fair ever witnessed by mortal man. It is not only 
to be worthy of progressive Chicago, but worthy 
of the great republic. The man who says the fair 
should be closed on Sunday is a monument ot im- 
pudence. No day is too good to be happy.”

Amiens. 


SOME SUGGESTIONS;GIVEN IN HIS WORKS 


Which Have Been Utilized—Baron von 
Munchausen Adventures and Thoughts 
Arising Therefrom. 


Paris, November 15.—[Special to The Con- 
stitution.]—"'Is this the residence of Monsieur 
Jules Verne?” I asked a little boy at the gar- 
den gate of astylish villa in the suburbs of 
Amiens. 

The little curly-headed boy nodded. “Do 
you want to see papa?” 

‘Yes, if be is at home.” 

‘He is snoring.” 

“Then I had better come another time.” 

“Go away, what do you know’’—cried an- 
other littie Verne, pushing his younger brother 
aside and then turning tome. “If you waita 
few moments, I believe you can meet Mon- 
sieur Verne.’’ Then they both ran off. 

I strolled slowly through the garden to the 
veranda where a heavily built man soon ap- 
peared and greeted me cheerfully. 

“Thank you for the trouble of coming all 
the way out here. Itisseldom that strangers 
goto the inconvenience of seeing me in a 
little town.”’ 

He led me into his study, crowded with all 
sorts of instruments, such asa quadrant, an 
electrical machine, a thermopile, batteries, 
ete., globes of different sizes, maps, calendars, 
charts and bookcases, and heaps of books, 
magazines, pamphlets, etc., Jay on the floor 
and the writing desk,causing it almost to disap- 
pear from view. The rcom wes in great dis- 
order. Itseemed asif everything had been 
laid down where it was last used. A skeleton 
stood in a corner, among stuffed animals, and 
made the room look like a museum of natural 
history. 

‘Be seated, if you can find a chair,” and he 
smiled. 

His winning manner and the quick, bright 
glances of his eyes, which light up his frank, 
pleasant face with its gray, trimmed beard, 
quickly convince us that he deserves the repu- 
tation of being a charming host, and visitors 
at his “‘evenings,’’ where guests like Camille 
Flammarion, Admiral de la Graviere (and in 
former times the old Chevreuil) are present, 
are indeed to be envied. It seems as if he de- 
lights in the society of whomsoever calls, hav- 
ing always abundant topies at hand to suit the 
moments. They say that his range of reading 
is so wide that, almos* on any subject, he al- 
wavs knows more than any one present. 

Pointing to a book which had lately ap- 
peared in Paris and had made ao great sensa- 
tion, 1 asked him for his opinion. 

He shrugged his broad shoulders: “I am 
not much of a judge of literature. I have my 
preferences, of course, but only for private use. 
You know, I take such a unique position 
among contemporary writers that I think my 
critics treat me like a phenomeuon in the lit- 
erary world. You also belong to our craft, I 
believe.” 

I nodded. 

“Tt is astonishing how many thousand men 
and women can live by literary work of one 
sort or another in these days.”” 

“Yes, we live in a wonderful age,” he re- 
sumed aftera pause. “Only think they lately 
observed a snowfall on the planet Mars. To 
write a history of the nineteenth century would 
be a gigantic task for a young, literary man, I 
mean, with all its progress from the fallaw 
candle to the electric light, from the Ieee 
coach to the express train, making sixty milps 
or so an hour, is simply so marvelous that the 
majority fail to understand it. But excuse 
me for a moment.”’ 

And he left the room. 

I looked at the nearest pile of reading mat- 
ter. There was a book on the measurement of 
sound, ‘Travels in Alaska,’’ a pamphlet onthe 
nossible use of melonite instead of iron, min- 
ing reports, etc. 

Re-entering, he continued: ‘I was the first 
to mention a submarine vessel. Now no navy 
can do without torpedo boats; so, after all, 
poets are not necessarily dreamers, but rather 
chroniclers of the past and prophets of the fu- 
ture. DPeopie aiways used to say that politics 
and science do not belong to the realm of art. 
It seems to methat there is nothing more fit 
for the imagination of a poet than science, and 
as for politics, it surely could bedone. But, as 
I have said before, I am an exception.”’ 

‘How did the idea of writing in your pecu- 
liar style first suggest itself to you?’”’ I in- 
quired, 

“Oh, as a boy in reading the story of ‘Baron 
von Munchausen.’ His fabulous, ridienlous 
adventures made me think whether they could 
not be written in aserious manner, so I set to 
work. ‘Le Tour du Monde’ was my first great 
success, so I pursued the chosen path —”’ 

Then his wife, iu apron and cap, entered and 
served some cider, with afriendly smile. But 
before she could speak a child was heard cry- 
ing, and she bad to excuse herself. 

‘‘As you see, we live auite like the bour- 
geoisie, simple but comfortable! I would not 
live in Paris for anything in the world— 

‘Took, here is one of my latest books, illus- 
trated. It is alwaysa great pleasure to me 
to see my ideas taking form and shape.” 

Then the two boys I had met in the garden 
peeped in. The little curly head said: 

‘‘The man is not yet gone.”’ 

‘‘Hiush,”’ said the other indignantly. 

‘What is it?’’ asked Monsieur Verne. 

‘You wanted to explain the velocity of light 
to me this afternoon, and the sun will soon be 
down.”’ 

“But don’t you see that I have a visitor?” 

“Oh, do not mind me,” Linterrupted. Then 
the boys came bouncing in and “Papa Verne” 
had to keep his promises. He began in giving 
them a heap of knowledge in a way that every 
child could understand it. When he came to 
the experiment he took an apparatus with a 
toothed wheel and made a ray of light pass 
through the intervals between two teeth. A 
mirror was placed in the distance for reflec- 
tion and the measurement took place by re- 
volving the wheel with great velocity. 

He was willing to explain it over and over 
again if something was not quite elear to the 
boys. 

‘*How do you make the enormous material 
that is necessary for your novels?’’ I asked at 
the end of the performance. 

“Why, Lread gil scientific books that are 
published. In short, everything in the book 
warket of any interest to me. I am also a 
subscriber to al) scientic journals, as you see,”’ 
making asweeping gesture with both arms 
and looking around the overcrowed room with 
a humorous expression. 

‘Besides, 1 have connections with many of 
the leading conservatories, museums, ete.

and is upon the

middle of May,when 
it is considered the season opens. Itis 
mecessary toknow how a whale looks and 
what its habits are in order to understand how 
they should be hunted. They are about fifty 
to sixty feet long, and look like immense black 
logs floating in the water when their bodies ap- 
pearon thesurface. They are detected at a 
distance by the stream of water they spout 
through their blow holes. From one-fourth to 
one-third the full length is taken up- by the 
head, which is from eight to twenty feet long 

aud nine to twelve feet in thickness. 

Whales areentirely destitute of teeth, but 
instead the mouth is furnished with an appa- 
ratus of baleen or whalebone, for the purpose 
of straining out of the water the small fish and 
crustaceans which form theirfogd. The fibrous 
structure of whalebone, its elasticity and 
heaviness, are well known. The {plates of it 
in the mouth are very numerous, several hun- 
dred on each side, and placed very close to- 
gether, the whole quantity sometimes amount- 
ing to over two tons in weight. 

The tongue is a soft,jthick mass and does not 
extend beyond the back of the mouth. The 
gullet is very narrow, not over an inch and a 
halfeven in the largest, so that animals not 
much larger than one’s thumb cannot pass 
down their throats. This does not exactly 
agree with the Jonah version of whale struc- 
ture, but Iam inclined to believe that Jonah

The skull is not symmetrical, the right side 
being larger than the left; the flesh is red,and 
course, the skin is naked and moistened by an 
oily fluid. Parasites infest t®e skin, and 
some species of mollousks burrow and live in 
it. Below the skin is athick layer of blubber 
from a foot to two feet in thickness, sometimes 
weighing over thirty tons. This keeps the an- 
imal warm and enables it to resist the great 
pressure of the water in the depths to which 
it descends. The tail is five or six feet long and 
twenty to twenty-five feet broad, and is a most 
powerful weapon of defense.

There are two kinds of whale hunted, the 
Bpermaceti whale, of inferior size and worth, 
and the Greenland or ‘‘bow-head”’ whale, the 
Jarger and more valuable. In addition to the 
two tons of whalebone there are about 300 
barrels of oil in a bow-head whale, while the 
Spermaceti whale does not afford over sixty 
barrels of oil, and the whalebone is very 
brittle and scarcely worth taking to market. 
Besides the bone and oil whales also afford a 
very valuable product known to commerce as 
ambergris. It is a morbid secretion of the 
liver and intestines of the sperm whale, a 
solid,opaque, ash-colored inflamable substance, 
lighter than ; water, of a consistence like that

: is fastened to the same pole. A spring con- 
nects the harpoon and the trigger of the gun 
So that when the harpoon enters the ‘flesh the 
pressure backwards pushes the trigger spring 
and the boom is exploded. Then comes the 
fun. Stunned and stung as he is, the whale 
Starts down to escape, but the bowman pays 
out the line that is attached to the harpoon 
pole, As soon as itis slack he hauls in again, 
and pays out when it tightens, So on it goes 
until the boat may have been towed several 
miles, but still holding on and taking another 
shot every chance offered, and as soon as the 
whale is killed it is hauled along side and 
fastened to the ship’s chains. The process of 
“tlensing’’ or cutting upis then commenced. 
Some of the crew having their boots armed 
with iron spikes to keep them from slipping, 
descend upon the carcass and cut into the 
blubber with blubber spades, removinga broad 
strip or blanket of skin twenty to thirty feet 
long, whichis hoisted by block and tackle. 
Great cubical pieces of blubber of half a 
ton or more in weight are then cut out and 
hoisted tothe deck. It is turned over and 
over until all the fatis removed. Meanwhile 
partof the crew remove the baleen or whale- 
bone from the mouth. The remainder of the 
carcass is flung adriftas food for bears and 
fishes. 

The blubber after being received on deck is 
cutintosmaller pieces and heated in large 
pots, afterwards strained, and the scraps or 
cracknels from one pot serve as fuel for others. 
This is called trying out, and is very similar 
to trying out lard, a process known on every 
plantation in Georgia. When the blubber is 
being boiled the ship is perfectly filthy with 
smoke, soot and grease. The oil is put in 
casks, to be purified at home. The bone is 
given no attention except to be dried. Ships 
sometimes go through a whole season without 
making a singlecapture. Then they are said 
to go home clean. 


CAPTURING A BOW-HEAD. 


Many sailors refuse to handle the flesh of 
whales killed by dynamite or booms contain- 
ing arsenic, prussic acid or other poisons, 
claiming that it is extremely dangerous. 

In the early days of whaling there was no 
guns used, but all the killiug was done with 
harpoons and lances. The wounds made by 
these did more towards enraging than killing 
when first hurled, and the men were in great 
danger. The Nova Seotians engaged in this 
business almost exclusively, and so keen was 
the spirit of i¢ thata girl would not marry a 
man who had not “‘killed his whale.”’ 

The whales go north as soon as the ice com- 
mences to break up in the spring. and stay 
there as long as possible. They breathe like 
other amphibious animals, and cannot stay 
under water over twenty minutes at a time, 
having to come to the surface to geta fresh sup- 
ply of air. When the ice commences to crust 
over in the fall they cannot come to the sur- 
face to blow and spout, sothey migrate to 
warmer climates. They do not, like other 
fish, spawn, but bear their young as a mam- 
mal, and attend them with as much care as a 
cat does its kittens, and woe be unto him who 
molests them. The period of gestation is un- 
certain. One young is produced at a birth 
and is from ten to fourteen feet in length 
when born. Sometimes whale fishers har- 
poon the young, which is of little value, in 
order to harpoon the mother. About like some 
young men praise their girl’s mother, or, as 
the saying goes, feed the cow to catch the cali, 
only the order is reversed. 

One would think the sailors 9n boarda 
whaler would make quite a nicg little stake 
when it is known they are paid on shares, put 
more than four-fifths of them get only one 
dollar when the cruise is finished. Why I 
cannot tell, but it is true, and besides the crew 
is treated, generally, in the most brutal man- 
ner, besides having to endure the severe cold 
and being constantiy drenched with the icy 
spray Whilein the boats. Think of running 
aloft when the rigging is frozen and covered 
with snow andice, andif one word is heard 
of dissention, the men are cuffed about by the 
brutal mates worse than dogs. I witnessed two 
mates thrashing a man who was in donble 
irons. They kicked and cuffed him until my 
blood boiled with rage, but I was powerless to 
helphim. The authorities know these things, 
but still it goes on. 

When the ladies learn what dangers attend 
the hunting of the whale, they will wonder 
why men take such risks just for whalebone. 
It does not take much whalebone for the stays 
in any one dress, but there are so many dresses 
to be stayed that the demand for whalebone 
is always active. When the ladies call for any 
article it is certain to be brought.

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THR LOTTERY FIGHT.| 


The Big Primary in New Orleans Last 
Tuesday 


WAS A DEFEAT FOR THE ANTI MEN, 


The Farmers’ Alliance Working for the 
Legislature—The Visit of Ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes—Other Gossip. 


New OrugeANS, November 14.—The primary 
election in this city, Tuesday, was an over- 
whelming defeat of the anti-lottery faction. 
It was by long odds the biggest primary ever 
held in New Orleans, the vote largely exceed- 
ing that given ina presidential election and 
equaling the highest democratic vote ever 
polled. The contest lay between the anti- 
lottery democrats, who wish a plank in the 
démocratic platform against the constitutional 
amendment, extending the charter of the 
lottery company for twenty-tive years, and the 
McEnery democrats who are supporting Mc- 
Enery for governor and who propose that the 
state convention sha)l say nothing about the 
lottery but order a white primary convention 
in advance of the general election at 
which the lottery question shall be set- 
tled by the white voters and _ thus 
avoid a scramble with the negroes. 
Of the McEnery demoé¢rats, fully 90 per cent 
favor the lottery amendment, so that the con- 
test was a preliminary skirmish over the lot- 
tery issue. The total vote cast was 27,000, 
with a majority of 11,500 for the McEnery 
delegates, who. easily carried every ward in 
the city and elected the- 139 delegates. The 
election was the most quiet and orderly ever 
held in New Orleans, a specially striking feat- 
ure being the good behavior of the police 
force, which showed itself thoroughly un- 
partisan. Hitherto the police were changed 
at every election and took an active part in 
politics, and interfered inthe primary elec- 
tions. ‘The last legislature abolished the old 
system, and turned the force over to @ non- 
partisan campaign, the officers being appointed 
for life. They have nothing, therefore, to fear 
froin the politicians, and no reason why they 
should mix up in polities, and they did good 
service in keeping the polls in good order. 

All the indications point to the renomi- 
nation of McEnery as_ governor. Nine 
parishes have elected delegates so far and the 
vote stands 194 for McEnery to 64 for Adams. 
It is now recognized that the combination be- 
tween the anti-lottery democrats and Farmers’ 
Alliance for the nomination of Adams, presi- 
dent of the alliance, for governor have weak- 
ened the cause, butitis impossible ‘‘to swap 
horses while crossing the stream,’’ and the 
fight will be made to theend. The chances 
are decidedly against the success of the com- 
bination. The democratic convention will 
probably nominate McEnery, who, aithough 
opposed to the lottery, is being supported by 
all those favoring it,and will refuse to take any 
action on the lottery amendment and order a 
white primary election to settle this question 
over which a split inthe party is threatened. 
If the antis are defeated in the convention 
they will be defeated in the primary also, and 
the amendment will carry. 

The Farmers’ Alliance. 

The Farmers’ Alliance, on the advice of the 
president, is making a strong effort to get con- 
trol of the legislature. In each parish the 
suballiance and the local anti-lottery league 
combine fora division of ollices, the alliance 
getting the legislature and the league the 
offices of sheriff, clerk of court, etc. It is 
hoped in this way to secure control of the 
legislature, so as to pass Jegislation friendly to 
the farmers and instruct the senators to sup- 
port the subtreasury bill. 

The American Bankers’ 
some three hundred strong, met 
here Wednesday, and were in 
session several days. Quitea number of in- 
teresting papers were read and financial topics 
discussed, the association show- 
ing itself opposed to the free 
coinage of silver. The visitors were well 
entertained while here, taken to a sugar plan- 
tation to see the operation of grinding, given 
an extra performanee at the French opera 
house, and entertained at numerous lunches, 
dinners, etc. 

The New Orleaus National bank is stirring 
up the postottice department over the bad mail 
servicein this section, and particularly the 
heavy loss of letters, enclosing checks and 
drafts, in transit. This has been going on for 
some time, and the New Orleans National 
bank has been one of the worst victims, doz- 
ens of checks sent to it having myteriously 
disappeared on their way there. The bank 
for a long time represented the Louisiana 
State Lottery Company and handled its mail, 
and the loss of its letters is attributed to 
this fact. The newspapers have also been vic- 
timized, for the anti-lottery law authorizes the 
mail inspectors and others to open the bundles 
of papers to see if any of them contain lottery 
advertisements, the result being the loss of 
many of them in the mails. The postoflice de- 

artment does not dispute the fact that the 
osses have been heavy here, but attribute 
them to postal thieves whoare at work, while 
the banks and papers think the anti-lottery 
law is largely to blame. The affair has stirred 
upagreat deal of excitement here and in 
Washington, and promises to bring about an 
investigation and some improvement, which 
is greatly needed, for the postal service is 
worse than it ever has been. 
The Visit of Hayes. 

Ex-President Hayes paid a visit to New Or- 
leans this week in the company of Dr. Curry, 
of the Peabody fund. He came here in the 
interest of the Slater educational fund to in- 
spect the condition of the negro schools and 
colleges, which are receiving assistance from 
it, and seemed very much encouraged by 
those he examinedhere, He finds that there 
has been considerable progress in the negro 
colleges, but thinks the grade still somewhat 
low. Hewill visit all the southern states 
with the same purpose of inspection in view. 

The Jews of New Orleans have determined 
to take some steps for the relief of the Russian 
refugees. A committee has been appointed 
which will prepare suggestions to be sub- 
mitted toa mass meeting. The preliminary 
conference expressed itself as strongly op- 
posed tothe colony plan of coming for the 
Jews, and cited the efforts made here in that 
direction sume yearsago. A colony of 175 
Russian Jews were established on Sicily 
island, Catahoula parish. They were given 
lands and snaleaal with agricultural imple- 
ments, but the colony was a failure from the 
start, more than twenty-five thousand dollars 
being sunk init. If the New Orleans Jews 
do anything, therefore, for their co-religionists 
in Russia, it will to raise money 
for them and not to establsh colonies in 
Louisiana. 

A shocking mystery is giving the detectives 
something to work on; but with very little 
success on their partso far. ‘This was the 
discovery by some teamsters of a headless 
woman a couple of miles from the city and 
near the track of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad. The discovery of the missing head 
some distance off disclosed the fact that the 
woman was young, twenty-five years of age, 
good looking, and, judging by her clothing, 
welltodo. Beyond this, the police have not 
gotastep. There is no woman reported miss- 
ingin New Orleans. There is nothing to 
identify the dead woman, and none of the 
people livingin the neighborhood of where she 
was found remember having seen her there. 
There is of course an abundance of theories. 
The old Mafia theory was the first started, 
that the dead woman had been murdered for 
betraying the secrets of some Italian society. 
The next was that she had been lured into the

Historically Speaking. 

IL. C. Honk, the late father of the present 
republican candidate, who poisoned himself in 
a drug store on Sunday while serving his four- 
teenth year in congress, was a remarkable 
man, and his name will long livein the minds 
of the people, but his record has no enviable 
features. He was born in the backwoods of 
East Tennessee of very poor and uneducated 
parents. 

He learned the cabinet makers’ trade when 
a boy, and worked at it up to the war. He 
joined the federal army, and became a bitter 
opponent of southern sentiment. He developed 
a strong hatred for the south, and fostered and 
cultivaied it throughout his life. Heread law 
on his cabinet bench and was admitted to the 
bar. He became a district judge, and was 
elected from the bench toa seat in congress. 
When he entered the campaign he developed 
into a remarkable leader and a phenomenal 
political leader. He was from the people, of 
the people; he Knew their hobbies and felt 
their prejudices. With these advantages and 
the natural shrewdness that characterized his 
political career throughout, he swept the dis- 
trict like a cyclone. From that day to the 
closing day of his last campaign, if he ever lost 
a vote within his party ranks, it remains a 
secret. ‘‘Link Houk’’ became a _ household 
word throughout East Tennessee, and during 
his congressional service itis an authenticated 
fact that he received thousands of letters ad- 
dressed, ‘‘L. C. Houk, President of the United 
States, Washington, D. C.’’ His con-tituency 
recognized no governmental power outside of 
him, and accepted no adyice only from his 
lips. He was equally true to them, and re- 
mained one of them. When he was not in 
Washington he devoted his whole time to vis- 
iting, drinking and dining with the loyal 
mountaineers. He never refused them a 
favor, and died a poor man in consequence 
of his extreme liberality. He would loan them 
money and never accept a note of obligation. 

here was no guif between this great political 
leader who occupied a seat in the national 
house of representatives and the most ignorant 
inhabitant of the East Tennessee mountains- 
Between Houk and his constituencyall was 
honor and: loyalty ; everything was in common. 

He was dissipated and drove himself into 
the gutter long before his death, but this never 
weakened his strength in his party. Some of 
the strongest and ablest men in East Tennes- 
see opposed him for the republican nomuina- 
tion, but were overwhelmingly defeated in 
every instance. Last June he took a dose of 
poison in a.drug store ona Sunday afternoon 
while recovering from a spree. The politicians 
of both parties at once began to speculate on 
his successor in congress. 
has created as much political excitement in 
East Tennessee as the death of this irrepressi- 
ble leader. Colonel William Rule, editor of 
The Knoxville Journal, an ableand prominent 
republican, who opposed Houk for the nomi- 
nation in hislast campaign, at once riveted 
the attention of the district leaders as the most 
probable man. But a sudden change struck 
the political pulse. Hon. A. A. Taylor, the 
present representative trom the first Tennes- 
see district, called on young John C. Houk, 
who was assistant doorkeeper of the house, to 
enter the race for his father’s unexpired teri. 

It took little persuasion, as John Houk is 
easily influenced, without character or judg- 
ment of his own, with ambition and nothing 
else. 

The announcement that John C. Houk 
would enter the race created a sensation. He 
at once organized his campaign forces ana, 
like his father, swept the field for the nomina- 
tion. The candidates for the republican nom- 
inations were John C. Houk, Colonel W. W. 
Woodruff, a prominent business man and mill- 
ionaire; Dan H.*Meek, a lawyer and poli- 
tician, and Colonel William Rule, editor of 
The Knoxville Journal, the biggest repub- 
lican daily in the south. The primary method 
of nomination was adopted, and John C. Houk 
received the nomination by a majority of 10,- 
000. By certain tricks and schemes during the 
nominating campaign, ill feelings were en- 
gendered in the party that will do much to de- 
feat Houk in the election. 

The strength that developed did not dampen 
the ardor or enthusiasm of the democrats. 
They made up their minds to enter the fight 
and win it, and they are fighting a brave fight. 
The democratic district executive committee 
held a convention and nominated General J. 
C. J. Williams by acclamation. Genera! Will- 
iams is a native East Tennesseean, being born 
and raised within a few miles of Knoxville. 
He was in the federal army, but is as 
true, loyal and patriotic a democratas ever 
lived ina southern home. Heisan unselfish 
democrat, strongly devoted to the interest of 
his party, because he believes in its principles 
—believes itis a party of, sound government 
and truly a party for the greatest good for the 
greatest number, He will make an able con- 
gressman and distinguish himself in the coun- 
cils of the nation. The day that East Tennes- 
see elects Jim. Willjams the successor of the 
late L. C. Houk, that day she will have ac-

THE SUBEXPERIMENT STATION, 


The Phosphate Convention—The Con- 
tested Seats—Underground Florida. 
Connecting the Lakes. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 14.—[Spe- 
cia).|—Senator Mathew Stanley Quay is now 
in Florida. He anda party of kindred spirits 
have gone “a-fishing’” down at St. Lucie on 
the Indian river. Senator Quay’s son, R. R. 
Quay, commonly known as ‘‘Dick’’ Quay, has 
a cottage there and for two or three weeks be- 
fore the opening of congress the party will rest 
after theirarduous labors during the recent 
campaign, and angle for tarpon instead of 
votes. The only man in. the party who is not 
a Pennsylvanian is General William Mahone, 
of Virginia, and of all the party he was the 
only one disposed to talk politics. He would 
not talk much, however, and there was noth- 
ing new or startling in his opinions. He ex- 
presses himself of the belief that ‘McKinley's 
election will not in the least affect Blaine’s or 
Harrison’s chances for the presidential nomi- 
nation. McKinley is no more a possibility than 
before. Bilaine’s nomination,” fhe said, ‘“‘is 
more probable than that of any other repub- 
lican in the field—if he wants it. He is 
stronger than his party.”’ 

. The Subexperiment Station. 


The residents of DeFuniak at a recent mass 
meeting protested in vigorous terms against 
the rumored abolition of the subexperiment 
station at that place.” The tronble heretofore 
has been that a sum altogether insufficient to 
the needs of the station has been appropriated, 
and as no very valuable results have appeared 
from the expenditure of the money so far, it 
was suggested, and the suggestion sustained 
by Director DePass, that the station be done 
away with. This proposition not only failed 
to meet with favor among the farmers 
of west Fiorida, but aroused their 
ire, Which at the mass meeting found 
vent in a series of resolutions addressed to the 
board of directors having chargé of the matter 
of the government experiment work in Flor- 
ida. The resolutions set forth that, asthe soil, 
products and climate of west Florida vary in 
character from those of middle and south 
Florida, the results of experiments conducted 
in those latter sections are of little value tothe 
former. Thecitizens of DeFuniak have al- 
ready devoted to the uses of the station prop- 
erty valued at $2,000, and, taking this into 
consideration, together with the importance to 
the fariners of the continuance of experimental 
work, the citizens appealed directly to the 
board to maintain the sub-station and to in- 


crease the present appropriation to $2,000 per 
annum, with which sum they think the work 
can be conducted successfully. The directors 
have as yet taken no action upon the matter, 
but it is generally thought that any step will 
be forward rather than backward. 


The Phosphate Convention. 


The phosphate convention to be held at 
Ocala on the 19th of this month, promises to 
be one of the most important meetings ever 
called together in the state. The committee 
of statistics has been hard at work and will 
have an important report to make, while the 
committee on permanent work and the organi- 
zation ofthe miners has been far from idle. 
The previous meeting of the phosphate men at 
Ocala on the Ist of October, was an informal! 
affair, but this of November 19th means prac- 
tical business. All mining companies, whether 
of rock or pebble phosphate, will be admitted 
to the organization, as will aiso individual op- 
erators: but those holding phosphate lands as 
lands (not as mines in operation) will be ex- 
cluded. This step is taken to preclude any 
speculation in lands and to keep the conven- 
tion down to the solid work of organizing upon 
a permanent and substantial basis an industry 
too) =ogreat to be subjected to the  vicissi- 
tudes’ incident upon organized and 
desultory methods of mining and marketing. 


The Contested Seats. 


The probability that Florida will have two 
claimants for the seat in the United States

senate made vacant by the expiration of the 
term of the Hon. Wilkinson Call brings to 
mind the fact that Florida has had in the past 
| a rather unenviable reputation in this line. 
' Florida was admitted to the union forty-six 
| years ago, but during seven of those years, 
from 1561 to 1868, it was not represented in the 
congress of the United States at all, and until 

1870 was only entitled to one member of the 

house, the entire state being but one district, 
instead of two, as at present. So that the 
»total number of terms during which Florida 
members of the house have sat does not 
amount to more than thirty. Ont of that 
thirty there have been nine contested seats, 
about one-third of the whole. If the 
other states represented § since the first 
session of congress, more than one hundred 
years ago, had sent up as large a proportion of 
contested seats in proportion to their represen- 
tation there would have been over three thou- 
sand ; instead of this there have been 325, so 
that Florida has had ten times as many con- 
tests in proportion tothe number of districts 
and years of representation as has the average 
state or district. Inthe senate the situation 
is about the same. Calculation shows that 
while Florida has done about one-sixteenth of 
the senatorial work it has contributed one- 
twenty-fifth of the contests, or about two and 
a half times its share. Every one remembers 
the last contest, between Bullock and Good- 
rich, which was prolonged through the entire 
fifty-first congress, the closing days and the 
closing of the contested term leaving the matter 
unsettled. It would not be surprising there- 
foreif congress should finally get tired of this 
sort of thing. It certainly does the state no 
good and has diminished its influence in the

Underground Florida. 


The fact that the surface soil of Florida in 
some sections rests upon very insecure founda- 
tiows, or that it is undermined by subterranean 
rivers, is emphasized every now and then in 
different parts of the state. The latest case 
reported is in the neighborhoo¢ of High 
Springs, on the Santa Fe river, where some 
four or five mouths ago the earth during a 
heavy rain caved in toa depth of twenty-five 
feet. The ‘“‘sink,’’ however, was limited in 
area, and itis probable that the circumstance 
would not have been reported had not a simi- 
lar cave-in occurred some days ago in nearly 
the same place. This was caused by the pres- 


High Springs phosphate mines, and at first 
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was only about ten feet in diameter: but by 
the following day the hole was twenty-five 
feet deep and had drained a smal! pond in the 
neighborhood. beside carrying off all the wash 
water from the mines. This latter, of course, 
is an advantage to the mine operators, if the 
cave-in does not increase too greatly, but the 
trouble is that no one knows where it will 
stop, as at the last advices the ground was 
still giving away and new sinks forming. 
Connecting the Lakes. 
The deep sandy roads of Florida have been, 
and are, so great an obstacle to the shipping of 
oranges and other products that wherever it is 
at all possible the inter.or Waterways are being 
improved and utilized. The state has lakes 
‘‘too numerous to mention,’” but, as a rule, 
they are disconnected bodies of water; or, if 
they are connected at all, it is by narrow, slug- 
gish streams. Indeed, the name “stream 
seems & misnomer in many cases, the placid 
water lying under the hot sun, seemingly too 
lazy to flow in either direction. Between many 
of these lakes, however, canais have been 
opened, thus affording easy transport among 
the lakes so connected. The latest scheme of 
the kind comes from Polk county, 
where eight good-sized lakes lie so close 
together that the aggregate length of the 
canals needed will not exceed three miles. 
Thirty miles of orange groves lie on these lakes 
and the successful carrying out of this scheme 
will enable the casy shipment of the fruit, 
which has heretofore been hauled many miles 
through sandy roads, There is about eigthteen 
feet difference between the levels of the various 
lakes, but this can easily be managed bya 
system of locks.

AND A FEW CLASSED AS “HAMS.” 


The Latest New York Successes—Nina 
Heyward a Georgian—What Is 
Coming to Atlanta This Week. 


‘Miss Helvett”’ is the latest New York success. 
“Miss Helyeitt,’’ athree-act operetta by Edmond 
Audran, words by Maxime Boucheron, was first 
produced at the Bouffes-Parisiens at VParis, No- 
vember 2, 1800, and successful that it is 
Btillrunning there. first English version, 
_adapied by F. C. Burnand, was 
July 23,1891, andis running yet at the Criterion. 
On Tuesday Mr. David Belasco’s Americanization, 
retaining the original title, made quite as big a 
Buccess as it did either in Paris or London. The 
story of the play, as told by Mr. Belasco, is very 
droll and at the same time pretty. The place is a 
tourists’ resort in the Pyrenees. Helyett Siwith- 
Bon, an American Quakeress, with demure man- 
ners but roguish tendencies, is tlrere with her 
austere father. Other visitors are a French danc- 
ing master and a bevy of girls, who are 
preparing to take part in a charity enter- 
tainment. A professional danseuse has been 
engaged, too, and the affair shocks the two 
Quakers. But they soon have on hand a different 
mission of theirown. Thatis the quest of the 
wan who, althoughthey don’t know him. is the 
only man on earth whom Helyett ought to marry, 
This conceit 1s what gives oddity to the comedy. 
The girl goes out for a mountain walk alone, and 
Boon returns to tell that she tumbled headlong 
over a cliff and was caught inja branch of a tree, 
where she hung suspended gracefully but inde- 
corously, until a man rescued her from the undig- 
nified predicament. Boucheron did not hesitate 
to make the girl andthe rescuer, an artist, de- 
scribe the sightin a manner which although it 
amuses and delights Paris, would offend Ameri- 
cans unpardonably. The more polite Belasco has 
left the particulars to the imagination of the 
audience, for itis only told that the Quakere«s 
was 80 ashamed of her misadventure that she hid 
her face from the stranger. As for him, he pic- 
tures the accident in his sketch book, besides 
keeping it vivid in his mind. He is an 
American and a former playmate of 
Helyett, but for awhile—long enouch to 
serve the merry and sentimental purnests of the 
play—neither suspects that the other was a par 
tieipant in the mountain encounter. The old 
Quaker rigidly livesuptoa book of moral and 
sucial precepts of his own compcsition, and has 
taucht his daughter to guide herself by them, too. 
According to one of his dogmas, a girl must en- 
deavor to become the wife of the elircible man 
who first holds her in his arins, even though it be 
a chance love. AS formulated by Boucheron, the 
tenet is made applicable toa case of such ex- 
posure 18 he especially imputes to the untucky 
littie tumbler. Belasco makes the tather equaliv 
strenuous, buton grounds that need not be blushed 
at by the listeners, and the subsequent happenings 
are associated with as Quakers hunt tor the hero, 
who is with them all the time,and in love with 
the girl already. ‘*Miss Helyett” would do very 
well withoutany music, but it is essentially a 
light opera after all. The cast supplied by Man- 
ager Frohman is excellent, and the play seems 
destined to success. 
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* * * 

Nina Heyward, who was here with “The 
Widows,” and about whose charms, mental and 
physical, the people generally raved, isa Georgia 
girl. Charles Alfred Byrne, im a recent sketch of 
her, says: 

“Miss Heyward isa highly connected southern 
girl, and was born in Atlanta, Ga., a little over 
twenty years ago. She tinished her school days at 
one of the notable institutions of Nashyilie, Tern, 
and before she went om the stage was prominent] y 
successful in amateur dramatic and 1nusical enter- 
tainments. 

“She made her professional debut early in 1889, 
her premier appearance being in ‘Nadiy,’ at, the 
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Casino. Sbe remained at the Casino until the fal), 
when she was engaged by Hoyt & 
their ‘Brass Monkey’ company. She was success- 
ful in asmall role, and made a recognized hit at 
the Bijou, this city, in the more pretentious role 
of Faith. 

“Her next engagement was with ‘A Pair of 
Jacks,’ creating and playing with rare distinction 
the part of Hetty Hopes. On the collapse of that 
coinpany, Miss Heyward was engaged by Manager 
John Hi. Russell tor ‘Miss. McGinty,’ and she 

gain made a marked success. 

“This ambitious young actress felt that ftarce- 
comedy was not her strongest forte, that her abil- 
ities and inslinations fitted her better for legiti- 
inate roles, therefore she sought and obtained her 
present engagement. Her successas Mrs. Dicker- 
£0n proved that she was correctin her conjec- 
tures. 

‘Miss Heyward’s family is one of the oldest and 
best southern aristocracy, andshe has won high 
social distinction in the most exclusive circles of 
Nashville and other cities south Mason and 
Dixon's line. She is exceedingly proud of her blue 
blood, but prouder still of being able to win fame 
in the profession she has chosen, and of which 
she is a brilliant ornament.” 
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“The Man with a Hundred Heads,” with which 
Dixey & Frehman’s company has made great 
success, 18 Said to particuler!y suit Dixey. 

The character, described ratherextravagantly in 
the title of the piece, and which had been chosen 
as adaptable to Mr. Dixey’s requirements, was 
that of a comedian able to 1rmke himself look and 
speak like various other men. His adeptnes3 as a 
deceptive impersonator led him to substitute 
himself for the son-in-law of avixen in order that 
the real son-in-law might be an undetected ab- 
sentee from his home fora night, while his wife 
was outoftown. But the wife returned prema- 
turely,and the actor found that to be a counterfeit 
husband was a much more diflicult and dangerous 
undertaking than to be a counterfeit son-in-law. 
In the German original by Carland Hugo Rosen- 
field (for this playiscurrenton the Berlin staye) 
the false pretender’s predicament bas some points 
whose ind:licacy falls into indecency, But the 
English version used last night was made cleanly 
by means of an interpolated explanation, by 
which the andience was informed early that the 
connubial confusion really had not gone far. The 
work is entirely farcia!l, and it may be developed 
into a successful vehicle to carry Mr. Dixey’s 
versatility. 

‘The San says of the first performance: «In the 
first act, where the ‘man with a hundred heads’ 
was introduced Mr. Dixey turned his own head 
successiully into thse of Anton Seidl, Patrick Ss, 
Gilmore, Magician Herrinann, and President Har- 
rison. The likenesses were produced quickly and 
well, in the presence of the audience. ‘Then a full 
view was given of the process of putting paint, 
whiskers, and an enlarged nose on a smooth face, 
and thereby turning it into a counterpart of a man 
who sat by. This interested the spectators, and it 
will become a neat little entertainment of itself. 
The second act contained an oddly funny scene, 
in which the bogus husband, with his too-large 
feet squeezed into the genuine husband’s shves, 
sought tor lessen the torture by libations of 
whisky. Here the best merriment of the evening 
was incited. But there were outrrowths from the 
mistaken identities of the two resembling men 
quite sufficient to nake the success of “The Man 
with a Hundred Heads.’ ”’

THE PRESENT DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE. 


What Prevented Him from Ruling a King- 
. dom—With the Army in the Crimea 
as Commander-in-Chief, 


Lonpon, November 14.—[Special.]—Few 
men have had such a narrow 
escape of being a king, whether 


they liked itor not, as the duke of Cam- 
bridge; but ithappened so long ago that no- 
body thinks of that bluff, burly soldier as 
ever having been a possible successor to the 
throne. Yetit was only the slenderest of 
chances that prevented him from being 
George the V, by the grace of God king of 
Great Britain and lreland, defender of the 
faith and the rest of it. 

Byron said of George the III, ‘The 
snuffy old drone from the German hive," that 
his only virtue was conjugal fidelity to an ill- 
favored woman. If this was his only virtue 
he cultivated it assiduously, for no fewer 
than fifteen offsprings were the reward, 
seven of whom lived to middle life. 

Like many other pious fathers, the old king 
was totaliv unable to bring up his sons ih the 
paths of rectitude. A worse lot of reprobates, 
probably, were never furnished by a single 
family. There was hardly one of them whose 
life was not a public scandal. The prince of 
Wales, called by his flatterers ‘‘the first gen- 
tleman in Europe.’’ was certainly the greatest 
blackguard in England, andthe duke of York 
was precious little better. If tho others did 
not carry their porfligacy quite to such out- 
rageous lengths asjthe other brothers, it was 
because they were always in difliculties for 
money, and also because women got contro! of 
them, who made them behave with some sort 
of decency. 

When George III died, blind and idiotic, at 
the age of eighty-three, there seemed to be 
serious danger of the failure of the direct lino 
of succession. The duke oft Kent was dead, 
having left an only child, a girl, ‘in delicate 
health. Besides that girl, there only remained, 
of all the progeny of George III, his youngest 
son, the duke of Cambridge, who had made a 
had one son and two 
daughters. If that girl had died, or had no 
children, the succession must have gone to 
the Cambridges. As it was, she ascended the 
throne as Queen Victoria, married immediately 
afterwards, had nine children and now has 
hosts of grandchildren aud half a dozen great- 
grandchildren. On the succession of the 
queen, the kingdom of Hanover became sepa- 
rated from Great Britain, the Saliclaw in 
force in that country not allowing a woman to 
occupy the throne; but until then, the king of 
England had also been king of Hanover, and 
the old duke of Cambridge had virtually ruled 
the country for many years as regent. 

The duke of Cambridge having thus nar- 
rowly missed two thrones, found himself at 
Jarge in the world without any prospects to 
speak of. He came into his title on the death 
of his father, in 1850, but long before then he 
had chosen his profession and begun a dis- 
tinguished career. He entered the army in 
1837, when only eighteen, with,the rank of 
colonel, in accordance with the system of 
favoritism which then existed, and was 
made major general on succeeding to the 
dukedom; but it was the Crimean war, in 
1854, that gave him his opportunity. He 
begged to be allowed to be a real soldier, and, 
by the direct influence of the queen, he was 
promoted to lieutenant general and placed in 
command of a division of the army, consisting 
of the Brigade of Guards and the Brigads of 
Highlanders. This magniticent body of men, 
the finest infantry in the world, he led into 
the thick of the fight at the battle of the 
Alma, riding at the head and actually directing 
the charges on the Russian columns, in which 
bo many of the flower of the British army 
were destroyed. His position wasan invidious 
one, for, though he had never been under fire 
before, he had been placed over scores of vet- 
eran officers, seasoned and battered in num- 
berless fierce engagements in India and Africa 


and China. There was naturally a 
good deal of feeling against him, and 


if he had made a mess o: it, or disgraced him- 
self in any way, there would have been a how! 
of triumph among the enemies of royalty, and 
even a great many people who were not ene- 


mies of royaity would not have been sorry to | 


see favoritism so signally rebuked. ‘The duke, 
however, Knew very well what he was about, 
and his conduct at the Alma gained for him 


men, but also the respect of the oldest ofticers 
in the army, who had Jaughed at the idea of a 
royal duke leading a division before. 

n the still more terrible conflict of Inker- 
mann, he led the Guards again, and his horse 
being shot under him, in the midst of a hail- 
storm of bullets, he would assuredly have been 
killed but for the bravery and devotion of a 
rivate soldier whodefended him from the 
tussian bayonets until another horse was 
brought. This gallant guardsman, who was 
always known as ‘‘the man that saved the life 
of the duke of Cambridge,” only died the 
other day. Needless to say he was well looked 
after, promoted, pensioned and decorated. 

Just at this glorious period in his career the 
duke met with a misfortune which all the royal 
family felt bitterly. He was seized with an 
obstinate fever, and although he made a stren- 
uous effort to recover, and take his place once 
more at the head of his command, the surgeons 
imperatively ordered him home, Though he 
had acted with marked heroisin, the result 
was what would be expected. He was held up 
to ridicule by all the radical press, as the car- 
pet knight who could not hold his own with 
sturdy Britons in the field, and though he had 
proven his bravery, it was said that he dreaded 
the inclement winter in the Russian territory 
with its accompanying hardships more than 
he did the scorn of his countrymen. But 


‘through it all he held his peace and patiently 


waited for the temporary fiurry to quiet down. 

In 1856, just when public opinion bad begun 
to veer round in the duke’s favor, Viscount 
Hardinage, the commander-in-chief of the 
army, died. He was a famous Peninsula and 
Waterloo veteran, who had succeeded the 
great duke of Wellington as commander-in- 
chief, and his shoes were not easy for any man 
to fill. Yet the duke of Cambridge, who was 
then only thirty-seven, was appointed to the 
post. <Againthere wasa tremendous howl 
from the newspapers, but the army on the 
whole were well pleased. That the appoint- 
ment was a gross job could not be denied, but 
the army preferred a job which gave them a 
royal gentleman anda thorough good fellow 
for their chief, to a regular appointment which 
would have given them a mere routine ofticial. 
The infamous duke of Newcastle 


was not far wrong. 
has been commander-in-chief for thirty-tive 
age and during the whole of that time 
16 «has steadily gained in the estima- 
the army and of the na- 
tion. Not that he has ever courted popularity, 
sither in the one or in other. On the contrary 
he has invariably shown an utter contempt 


for popularity aud bas often done the most | 


unpopular things with complete success. He 


has shown himself a rough, tough, sturdy, | 


straight-forward, strong man, with an immov- 
able will of his own, whom neither the govern- 
ment on the one hand nor the popular voice on 
the other, has ever been able to turn a hair’s 
breadth from what he believed to be his daty. 

What endears him most to the Engiish peo- 
ple are his blunt, old-fashioned, John 
methods and ideas. He is a 
swearer, and it is said that on review the

The duke of 
Cambridge never laysit on Captain Smith. 
Nobody likes him the. worse for this. He 
loves the pleasures of the table, too; hasa 
roaring appetite, and makes no fuss abouta 
bottle or two, or a bottle or six, for that mat- 
ter, provided the wine be good. He ie a rat- 
tling sportsman and has notany puritanical 
objection toa little fisticuffs. Not long agoa 
man insulted .himin the street, upon which 
the duke gave him a thrashing upon the spot, 
though he is seventy-two and stout for his age. 

One noticeable fact in the duke’s conduct is 
his disregard of conventionalities. On one 
occasion he dismissed from the army an ofti- 
cer who had taken advantage of the rule of 
the queen’s service forbidding dueling, when 
he had been challenged by an irate civilian 
about an affair which concerned the honor of 
a woman. 

Yet, with all this broad, almost coarse qual- 
ity of the old-fashioned Englishman, the John 
Bull of the last generation, his private life has 
been singularly honorable. Like so many of 
his uncles and great uncles, the duke of Cam- 
bridge deliberately made an unlawful mar- 
riage, by which he denied himself all the ad- 
vantages ofa greatalliance and shut cut all 
the avenues of royalty from his descendants. 
He married an obscure actress, Miss Fair- 
brother, who had not much beauty, nor any 
other special fascination, but who had, in his 
eyes, one overwhelming claim upon bis life- 
long devotion. He lovedher. She wasa good 
wife tohim,and no woman had a better hus- 
band than he was to her. As long as she 
lived, nomatter where he spent the day, or 
what functions of state or pleasure he attended 
in the evening,if he were within reach of towna 
all, he invariably found his way every nigbt to 
their modest but comfortable home in Mayfair, 
and shared her bed in the old-fashioned way. 
Female temptations were thrown away upon 
him. His wife was old and homely, and alto- 
gether out of society. But for that very reason 
she needed her husband’s affection and fidel- 
ity allthe more, and he was not the man to 
deprive the woman he had chosen from the 
world of one iota of her rights. 

The duke is now a widower of seventy-two, 
a fine specimen ofan old soldier, nearly six 
feet two inches high and not far short of three 
hundred pounds in weight, very florid in the 
face, with a jolly red nose, and great honest 
blue eyes, and snow-white hair, mustache and 
side whiskers. Heis one of the best dressed 
men in Europe, and he drives first rate horses 
in the best sort of carriages. He is, in short, a 
‘‘swell’’ of the first water, and none but a fool 
would dream of taking a liberty with him. 
Yet among bis friends, whose name is legion, 
he is the most unaffected good  feilow, 
and even in the: street, to a perfect stranger 
who recognizes him from his portraits and 
salutes him frankly, the duke can no more 
help giving a friendly and hearty greeting, as 
from one man to another, as he could help 
spurring into the jawsof heli at Alma, or 
roliicking home to his old wife after a banquet 
at Gloucester house, or doing anything else 
that is natural to a whole-souled,  single- 
minded gentleman.

elegant wintér home. They have en route 125,- 
000 se lect fruit trees which they wiil plant out 
on 500 ‘acres of their land, leaving about four 
hundred acres, whiclk they will convert intoa 
nursery, there being a much greater demand 
for trees than the supply. The Messrs. Hale 
will also arrange to piant out small fruit farms 
and care for them until they are in bearing, at 
asmall cost per acre. Such an enterprise as 


this is sure to induce many men of small } 


means in the north and east to buy small 
farms in this section, and thus have them in a 
paying condition when they move out and 
take charge of them. 

In this enterprise the Messrs. Hale will do 
this section great good, and they will receive 
the aid and influence of our entire people. 

The Albaugh, Ga., Fruit Company has an 
orchard of 800 acres one year old three miles 
out, which is a valuable piece of property, and 
is now undergoing trimming for next year’s 
growth.

A Georgia Lady Travels with the 
Sun. 


LITTLE ROCK AS ATLANTA'S RIVAL, 


Governor Hagle and His Charming Wife. 
The Great Drought Affects 
the W est. 


On THE Wrya, October 14.--[Special.]—To 
cross the great Father of Waters at sunrise, 
on a sharp, frosty morning with every atoin of 
blcod in your veins in a tingle, aud your 
eyes fairly drinking in a perfect draught of 
sparkling, glorious beauty, is an experience 
easily described and certainly not soon forgot- 
ten. Such was the rare pleasure that fell to 
the lot of your scribe a fow mornings ago. 

I have written you before of the great trans- 
fer steamer, General Pierson. The channel 
cut through the Mississippi by the Little Rock 
and Memphis railroad, for the purpose of 
having direct passage for their transfer boat to 
the Arkansas shore, is one of the wonders of 
navigation... Sometimes the water in this 
channel is over ninety feet deen, then again it 
is not more than six or seven. On the morn- 
ing we crossed, it was not more than five or 
six. Not in twenty years has the Missis- 
sippi been so low asitisnow. And they tell 
me this is thé case with all the streams south 
and west of this. 


How many people one finds on the trains 
out thisway! Why, sitting room is often ata 
premium, Never has the tide of emigration 


appeared so strong. To '‘go west’’ seems to be 
an admonition faithfully followed not only by 
our young inen but by citizens of all sorts, ages 
and sizes. And here, too, one finds a liberal 
proportion of women and children. Indeed, 
whole families are on the move, their quota 
of big baskets, corded boxes, and valises bles. 
ing up the aisles and barring the way to the 
seats. And in such a condition as these rural 
emigrants leave the trains! Covered with 
cruinbs and squirted over with tobacco juice. 
And such perfect good nature and patience 
as the trainmen show in getting everything 
cleaned out again! Verily Job was not train- 
man. . 

The section of country through which the 
Little Rock and Memphis railroad runs is truly 
a novel one to Georgia eyes, used to the dip 
of the old red hills and the sweep of. undulat- 
ing plains. The portion specially enjoyed is 
the run through the Mississippi swamps; mile 
after mile of the most luxuriant and beautiful 
foliage. Nipped as it now is by Old Jack 
Frost’s frosty touch, it presents every imagin- 
able shade tothe eye, blended in the most ex- 
quisite tone. 

After the swamp lands come the cotton 
lands, 

Who has not heard of the Arkansas cotton 
lands, famed the world over? The negroes 


were all in the field busy at,work, 
and singing away with a vigor and 
will even the noise of §the flying cars 


could not quite drown. The ‘‘strike’’ seems 
to be entirely over. I heard two gentimen on 
the train talking about it. They said the ma- 
jority of the negroes were really never very 
far into it, having an eye to the probabilty of 
overdoing the thing and of thereby losing 
the chance of earning even the accustomed 50 
cents a day. That meant not only bread with- 
out bacon, but the loss of both bread and 
bacon. Even the free coon, easily come upon 
after a night’s chase, would not go down well 
without the usual accompaniment of corn- 
dodger. 

One singnhar thing that strikes the traveler 
after crossing the Mississippi, and thence on 
to Little Rock is the entire absence of rock of 
any kind. 

There is absolutely not one to be found until 
the Arkansas is crossed at Little Rock, 
and there—-well, there you find rock in 
abundance. The site of the city is on the 
tirst rock found on the Arkansas coming from 
the Mississippi, hence its name. arther 
away is Big Rock, where the Indians used 
to hold their great councils of war. 

What an attractive city Little Rock 
is—clcan, fresh and spic-span in every way! 
It reminds me more of Atlanta than auy city 
I’ve seen this side the Georgia line. And itis 
just a delight to these Little Rock people to 
have their city called the Atlanta of the west, 
an honor to which Fort Worth, Tex., makes 
rival claim. But Little Rock has the advant- 
age of us in broad, straight streets. 

Lhave never seena more charming view 
than that which comesto oneas the Little 
Rock and Memphis train glides over the tine 
iron bridge spanning the Arkansas, and the 
gioriously beautiful bluffs lining the river 
bank burst suddenly into view. The resi- 
dences built here and there upon them, with 
their fronts overlooking the river, seem to 
have been built purposely to attract and piease 
the eye. They are poems of architectural 
beauty, 

I was surprised to see the Arkansaw so low. 
From the heightat which the train passes over 
it it looks little more than a respectable creek. 
Wagons and other vehicles now pass back and 
forth along its bed. Wherea month ago,there 
ran from tento twelve feet of water in the 
channel there is now only a long stretch of dry 
sand and of mudso very dry that when it is 
stirred or trampled uponit fills the atmosphere 
with stifling clouds of powdery dust. This 
drouth seems prevalent all through this sec- 
tion. In imany points south and west of here 
I learn that a number of the smaller streams 
have completely dried up, and that people and 
cattle are both suffering. To some points 
water has tobe carried onthe trains. The 
dust, too, is terrible, no rain having fallen at 
some places for over twomonths. But Little 
Rock is happy in a pure and abundant eupply 
of water. 

Little Rock has the finest system of sidewalk 
and street paving of any city of its size I have 
yet seen. Instead of cobble stones or the 
sinall blocks of granite the streets and roads 
are laid with vitrified brick. They are said to 
be everlasting, and one good thing about them 
is they do not injure the horses’ feet. Walk- 
ing, too, upon them is said to be much pleas- 
anter than upon the stones. The manufacture 
of these brick bas become quite a success here. 
Miles of pavement and streets are laid with 
them. eat | 
®% The shops of the Little Rock and Memphis 
railroad and of the Iron Mountain railroad are 
here, and altogether Little Rock is a stirring, 
bustling place. 

The rear entrance to the gubernatorial man- 
sion is directly opposite my window. It is @# 
plain one-story structure, about one of the 
most unpretentious residences in all Little 
Rock. You’d never take it for a governor's 
residence. But as modest asitis, it shelters 
one of the best all-round governors Arkansaw 
has ever had—a'genuine combination man, who 
works well anywhere. Governor Eagle is a 
minister of the Baptist church, and for several 
years priorto his election as governor served 
reguiariy inthe pastorate of that denomina- 
tion. He makes methink of our own preacher 
ex-governor, Cojquitt, though they are widely 
different as to personal appearance. 

Governor Eagie is blessed with one of the 
most charming wives in the state. Indeed, 
this seems to be one of the blessings of Little 
Rock—charming women. These, with the 
beautiful flowers found here in such lavish 
abundance, make up a city that falls little 
short of a paradise.

A Ventriloquist Creates Great Excite- 
ment Among the Negroes. 


THEY MADE UP THEIR MINDS TO LEAVE 


The Country—The Queer Experience of 
Old Man “Jack” and His 
Family. 


Drayton, Ga., November 14.—[Special.]— 
During the past week the negroes on the place 
of Mr. W. G. Redding, near this place, have 
been violently excited over the exploits of 
what they took to be a “hant’’in a neigbor- 


_ ing swamp. 


There are several negro tenants living on 
Mr. Redding’s place, and among them one 
named Jack, a steady, valuable tenant. For 
the past week Jack had been hearing mys- 
terious and ghostly voices calling him from 
the swamp, which lay along a neighboring 
branch. The voice began calling: “Jack, come 
and take this log off of me.’’ The negro, 
thinking that some one was in distress, ran 
tothe swamp, but on getting to the place 
from which the sound came, he heard it off in 
another direction. He rushed off in that way, 
but was again deceived, and still heard the 
same voice calling him olf further. 

The negro, thoroughly frightened, ‘went to 
Mr. Redding with his tale and the next night 
they sat up for the ‘‘hant.”’ A little after dusk 
they heard it again and immediately went in 
pursuit armed with Winchesters. But the 
will-o’-the-wisp again led them on a wild goose 
chase, and they could find no sign of the source 
of the cries. 

The negro, Jack, and his family were by this 
time so badly frightened that they began mak- 
ing preparations to leave the neighborhood. 
Mr. Redding, suspecting that it was the ma- 
licious work of some one who had a grudge 
against him and desired to run_ his negroes 
away, had Jack and his family gointo a cabin 
near his home, and, taking his rifle, prepared 
to hunt down the intruder himself. 

For the past week two agents of a crop culti- 
vator had been stopping with Mr. Redding, 
ana one of them volunteered to go with him. 
About dusk the sounds began, calling the 
negro by name, and pleading with him tocome 
to the rescue. The negro family was almost 
thrown into convulsions of fear, but Mr. Red- 
ding, locating the sound in a tree standing out 
in the swamp, began to empty his repeater into 
itin rapid succession. Presently the same 
voice was again heard, calling from another 
direction: “Jack, l’ll get you before morn- 
ing,” and, ‘‘I want your house.”’ 

“Gawd knows, you kin haveit; I don’t want 
it any more,” shouted the negro. All efforts 
to locate the sound again proved unavailing, 
although the cultivator man was very zealous 
in his efforts to find it. 

A day or two afterwards the cultivator 
agents left, and, during the day, while Mr. 
Redding was telling his strange story at the 
village, a gentleman with whom the men had 
stopped a day or two before hadan equally 
strange story of how one of his negroes had 
been scared by one of the horses of the culti- 
vator men telling him not to be so stingy with 
his corn and iodder, but to give him thirty ears 
and four bundles. The gentleman, being pres- 
ent himself, and seeing that the man wasa 
ventriloquist, enjoyed very much the excite- 
ment of the negro, Who was about to vacate 
the neighborhood, not believing much in hav- 
ing a modern Balaam’s ass around him. The 
cultivator man, after being detected,told of the 
funhe had been having at Mr. Redding’s 
place. 

The reality and explanation came likea 
shadow over Mr. Redding, but it did not seem 
so awful funny to himasit didtothe rest of 
the crowd,

At the Exposition Now Open at Au- 
gusta, Ga. 


THE WONDERS OF ELECTRICITY. 


Most Magnificent Buildings in the South. 
A Stroll Through It—Special Days. 
The Great Kirmess. 


The greatest southern exposition of the 
present decade is now in progress in Augusta. 

It wi!l continue for the next two weeks, and 
between today and November 28th there ought 
to be at least 150,000 visitors to the grounds. 

Augusta has the best equipped and largest 
exposition building in the south. It is per-

haps the largest building of any kind in the 
south, being over three hundred yards long, 
and with wings on either end running back 
several hundred feet. 

In the centera huge dome rises above the 
mammoth pile, and from the rotunda within, 
an elevator runs up to it, 105 feet, operated by 
electricity. From the lofty cupola there is 

A Comprehensive and Beautiful View. 

To the east lies the busy city of Augusta, 
with tall spires and huge factories rising high 
above the level of the housetops, and broad 
avenues, lined with shade trees, thread- 
ing their way through tie rows of houses. To 
the right stretches away the level 
farm lands surrounding the city. The three 
buildings of the Augusta glassworks in the 
southern suburbs of the city, anda little far- 
ther out the new Turpin Hill suburb, estab- 
lished by the Kansas City syndicate, are con- 
spicuous featuresin the landscape, and, as you 
look, an electric car may be seen scudding 
along towards thecity as if impelled by some 
mysterious power. Turning about and 
looking to the west, the beauti- 
ful village of Summerville is seen nestling 
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ne eg Company and the E. S. Greely Com- 

It is claimed that the Crocker-Wheeler per- 
fected electric motor is the best motor made, 
and can be used for anything requiring power, 
such as elevators, fans, ventilators, saws, 
buffers, lathes, coffee mills, ice cream freezers, 
laundry and sewing machines, church organs 
and the like. 

Besides two different kinds of pumps which 
are being worked by electricity, 
there are in this exhibit a num- 
ber of electric fans of different sizes and pat- 
terns. These machines provide complete ven- 
tilating plants for offices, residences, hospitals, 
public buildings, restaurants, factories, laun- 
dries, stores, warehouses, malthouses, paper 
mills, woollen mills, chemical laboratories, to- 
bacco houses, mines and all p’aces wherea 
positive and constant change of air is required 
for ventilating, cooling, drying, etc. 

Another interesting feature of this exhibit is 
the handsome revolving sign of different 
colored electric lights, 

The Thomson-Houston Company’s exhibit 
shows tho most recent applications of elec- 
tricity to engineering machinery. Mining 

mon by which water can be pumped 1,000 
eet from mining shafts; drills which pene- 
trate their way through solid granite rocks in 
a remarkably short time, and which can be 
operated under water as successfully as on 
land ; electric hoists by which a ship can be 
unloaded, or builders’ materials can be jhauled 
up to the upper stories and roofs of houses in 
construction, etc. This exhibit is in 
charge of Lieutenant Wilcox, a West Pointer, 
who graduated inthe class with Lieutenant 
Bethel, of the Atlanta barracks, but who re- 
signed from the army to accept an important 
position with the Thomson-Houston 
Company. 

There are electrical clocks, lights, dynamos 
and many other things of interest in this line. 
The electrical display is more comprehensive 
than the peopie of the south have ever seen, 
and is something which everybody should see 
and study. 

A Great Exposition. 


It is impracticable to go through the entire 
building and notice the various exhibits in 
detail. The scope of an article like this will 
permit only general mention. It will give 
some idea of the general character of this ex-

M. Curry and many other prominent and well- 
known men, who have already visited the ex- 
position, all unite in pronouncing it the great- 
est exposition Georgia has had. The ex- 
position was incomplete when they saw 
it, and is even better now. ‘The two weeks 
remaining will be the best. The exposition is 
now complete, and everything® is in tull swing. 
The past few days have brought many appli- 
cations for space which the management has 
been compelled to refuse as there was no space 
left to give. 

There was a delegation over from Macon 
yesterday, composed of state officers, and they 
declared Augusta’s exposition the best they 
have seen. 

Some Special Days. 

Besides the regular routine of the exposition 

the next two weeks are filled with special 
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among the big shade trees which crown the 
Sand hills. The handsome building with glass 
dome and turreted roof which crowns the 
brink of the hill is the famous Bon-Air hotel, 
for winter tourists—a hotelin which the ap- 
ointments and service equal the celebrated 
once de Leon, and the cooking and fare are 
better. Beyond it, on the very crest of the 
hill, is the United States arsenal, and 
gleaming in the sunlight are the 
familiar folds of the stars and stripes. To 
the north you see the Carolina hills in the dis- 
tance, and the famous new suburb, North Au- 
usta. Following with the eye the broad 
ulevard running from the heights to the city 
below you see the Savannah river pushing its 
way through the fertile valley, and spanning 
itthe new steel bridge just erected by the 
North Augusta Land Company ._ at 
a cost of $100,000. Further along 
the valley, to the left, you catch 
a glimpse of Augusta’s famous canal, the 
largest water power canal in the world, built 
by the people of Augusta at a cost of a million 
and ahalfof dollars, and furnishing 14,000- 
horse power. Along its banks you see the 
magnificent cotton mills which have made 
Augusta the Lowell of the south, representing 
$6,000,000 in capital, 4,419 looms, 213,114 
spindles, giving employment to 4,500 hands 
and paying $1,000,000 in annual wages. 
In the Exposition Grounds. 

Immediately at your feet stretches out a gay 
panorama—the exposition grounds. Skirting 
the big enclosure are the stables and cattle 
stalls, and the stablemen are leading blooded 
horses about the paddock or grooming them 
off at the stable doors. The grand stand is 
full of animated spectators and you can hear 
them cheer as the racers fly round the track 
and come into the homestretch. 

Nearer to the big building, and almost be- 
neath you, is the Jong row of side shows, with 
their gaudy pictures and noisy ticket sellers. 
The music of the hand organ comes up to you 
from the tent of the flyiug horses, and a peal 
of laughter is heard from the merrv coasters 
of the switch-back railroad. Throngs of 
people move in and out among the white 
tents, and the picture reminds you of 
the little ant hills of white sand, and the 
myriad of busy workers swarming about thei 
which you used to watch when you were a 
child. The crowds are too attractive to re- 
main longer so high above them, and taking a 
last hurried look around the horizon you re- 
enter the elevator, and inajiffy are again in 
the rotunda of the mammoth building. 

A Great Electrical Exhibit. 

At the foot of the elevator shait you find 
yourself in the midst of the most comprehen- 
sive display of electrical machinery ever 
made in any exposition not devoted alone to 
electricity. There are motors of every kind 
and power, and they are engaged in running 
machinery of all kinds, from a delicate fan to 
=. stone drill, and from a mining pump to an 
elevator. 

This elevator itself is a great exhibit and ex- 
cites the liveliest interest. Few people have 
ever seen an elevator operated by electricity, 
and the straight upward shoot of 105 feet is 
viewed with some trepidation by timid people. 
The exhibitors, the Whittier Machine Com- 
pany of Boston, claim, however, that there is 
absolutely no risk, and there are many people 
always ready to demonstrate this by taking the 
trip.. 

The brake, whichis covered by patents, is 
operated both mechanically and electrically: 
First, by the automatic device, which stops 
the elevator at the top or bottom; second, by 
the slack-rope device, which stops the ma- 
chine should the car meet any obstraction 
while coming down, thus avoiding the un- 
winding and cutting of the hoisting ropes; 
third, by the electrical attachment which 
stops the machine should the current be shut 
off or anything happen tothe wires. In addi- 
tion the machine i" provided with all the 
safety attachinents usually applied by this 
company, which are claimed to be the best in 
the market. By using the great variety of 
gears and worms any desired speed and load 
can be obtained.

Stand by the Democratic Guns! 

Tue CONSTITUTION, has been trying to 
show that the result of the recent election is 
not without its instructive features to those 
who are inclined to take a reasonable view 
of matters, especially the result in Ohio, 
The more that campaign Is studied tlhe more 
interesting i' becomes. 

The St. Louis Republic, one of the most 
ardent tariff reformers inthe country, and a 
paper which insists on the ‘‘one-issue’’ pro- 
gramme, brings to light some suggestive 
facts relative to Governor Campbell’s cam- 
paign. It will be remembered that a day or 
two after the governor’s renomination he 
prepared an interview condemning the silver 
plank in his platform as impolitic and un- 
timely. The Republic refused to accept this 
view as coming from Governor Campbell, 
and said so. The paragraph was _ enclosed 
to the governor by an acquaintance, who 
promptly received a reply which set at rest 
the doubts of The Republic. The comments 
of that paper may be summed up in these 
sentences from its editorial comments, 
which sum up the whole situation: ‘*When- 
ever a democrat opens @ campaign with re- 
treat from his party’s prescribed platform, 
no matter what it is, the end of the cam- 
paign is bound to be rout. We know of no 
exceptions to this rule, and Governor Camp- 
bell’s case is certainly not an exception. He 
was not beaten by any issue, nor could any 
issue, however strong, have saved him after 
he had opened his campaign and sounded a 
retreat. It was curious politics.”’ 

It was not only curious, but fatal politics; 
yet, fatal as it was, a great many ambitious 
statesmen are now insisting that the demo- 
cratic party shall repeat on a larger scale in 
1892 the experiment which ditched Governor 
Campbell.

Senator Vest, another free coinage man, 
says: ‘*Wecan take up the question of free 
coinage hereafter if power can only be 
wrested from the republicans,’’

Churches, schoolhouses, courthouses, parks, 
waterworks and other improvements con- 
structed by bonded debts help a community, 
and make real estate more valuable. 

To a certain extent, therefore, debt may 
be a factor of prosperity, but debt-paying is 
a better one. A man may be taking a step 
in the right direction when he contracts a 
debt, but when he pays it he ‘‘,ats there’’ 
in the best sense of the phrase, 


The Pace That Kills. 

The two Berlin bankers who committed 
suicide the other day, when their bank col- 
lapsed, knew that their failure was the result 
of their dishonest methods, If their mis- 
fortune had been the result of legitimate 
transactions they would have boldly faced 
the world. 

The Berlin failure reads like a chapter of 
American life. The two bankers concerned 
in it were fast livers, and their habits led to 
fast banking. They plunged into various 
speculations, and used the money of their 
depositors to cover their losses and stake 
them for other ventures in which they hoped 
to regain what they had lost. 

Every plunge carried these speculators 
downward. One of the bankers lived in a 
fashion that startled the entire city. He 
gambled openly, and when luck was against 
him he displayed such serene indifference 
that people supposed him to be many times 
a millionaire, 

One night at the gambling table some of 
the banker’s money fell on the floor. He 
refused to pick it up, saying that the waiters 
might have it, and promptly replaced it on 
the table with fresh bills. His household 
expenses amounted to $100,000 a year. 
People talked about his princely extrava- 
gance, and foratime it advertised him to 
his advantage. His depositors sometimes 
wondered how he could afford it, but they 
understand it now. 

Every year we have in this country a score 
or so of bankers and others whose fast lives 
and speculative ventures lead them into dis- 
graceful defalcations, and cause them to 
commit suicide or seek safety in Canada. 

The lesson taught by these examples 
should be heeded. Don’t trust the fast and 
extravagant liver with your money. If he 


gambles with his own funds he will, sooner | 


or later, gamble with yours. Sucha result 
is as certain as fate. Squander your money 
if you feel like it, but don’t let the specu- 


stores, and, when he tires of that, he wanders up 
and down Broadway, feasting his eyes on the con- 
stantly changing panorama of that thor- 
oughfare. He goes along leisurely, stops 
in front of shop windows and 
gazes with childish eagerness upon the wares 
displayed. All the world knows that Riley is fond 
of children, and when I saw him awhile ago talk- 
ing confidentially to a bit of a newsboy who was 
selling papers he seemed all absorbed in his new- 
found friend. If Riley would accept all the invi- 
tations to social pleasures extended to him in New 
York he would be kept busy. But, although he 
is acharming story teller and an easy and grace- 
ful conversationalist, he does not like to go out 
much, He is shy, and prefers tosit in a corner 
with a few friends who know him and understand 
him. Evenonjthe platform he is neryous and 
fidgety, and glad when he has finished his read- 
ings. For the benefit of those who say that poets 
cannotjmake their salt, I will say that Mr. 
Riley could make $15,000 a year by his poetry if he 
possessed the commercial instinct and would ac- 
cept all the work tendered him. As it is, he makes 
$5,000 a year from his poems, and three times that 
much from his readings. 

Don Pratt, the well-known Ohio journalist, 
died the other day of the grip. His career was a 
stormy one. At one time he was the most widely 
read editorial writer in the country.

AN INTERVIEW WITH PROF. VAN HOOSE 


About the Conservatory of Music Which 
He Is to Establish iin Connection 
with His Gainesville School. 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., November 14.—-[Special. ] 
Your correspondent has just had a conversa- 
tion with Professor A. W.[JVanHoose, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Female seminary, in re- 
gard to the present and future of that growing 
institution. The professor was found in 
his cosy oftice, second floor of the Bailey build- 
ing, hard at work, but stopped long enouch to 
give your reporter an insight into the workings 
of the institution over which he presides. 

**You are the first to know,”’ said he, “‘that we 
have decided to add a regular conservatory of 
music to the seminary and will have our 
charter amended so that the name of the in- 
stitution will hereafter be the Georgia Female 
Seminary and Conservatory of Music. The 
music department of the school has always 
been noted for its high standard, but we pro- 
pose to extend the course, until it shall be the 
highest in the south. To give southern girls 
an opportunity of studying music in all its 
forms, theory, harmony, com position, 
technique and execution, without going to 
northern colleges, is our idea.’’ 

"What gave you this idea, professor?’ 

*‘Not long since,”’ he replied, ‘a young lady 
who had taken a course at the New England 
conservatory :visited the seminary, and spent 
several days with us. She was greatly im- 
pressed with our advantages in the depart- 
ment of music, and after talking with our 
director, Professor Wallace, decided to return 
in January and take a course in music under 
him, declaring that our equipment was as 
good and our teachers as thorough as those of 
any school she sawinthe north. After talk- 
ing the matter over with my faculty and trus- 
tees, we concl ied that it would be well to es- 

ablish a conservatory of music 1m connection 

With the seminary so that those desiring to 
take a musical course alone may have special 
attention given them.” 

“Will you teach any instruments beside 
piano’”’ 

“Why, my dear sir, that question proves to 
me that this is your first visit to the seminary. 
Please call this evening at 4 o’clock and you 
will hear our tri-weekly orchestra rehearsal. 
You will tind that we already have an orches- 
tra consisting of two first violins, two second 
violins, two flutes, two clarinets, two cornets, 
trombone, double bass, large and small tym- 
pana, piccolo and first and second piano—in all, 
seventeen instruments, and I do not believe 
that any college in the south can produce such 
orchestral music as the seminary. The study 
of pipe organ is also made a specialty, and 
young ladies desiring to study this instrument 
will have an excellent opportunity for so 
doing. As you see by the instruments in- 
cluded in our orchestra, violin, cornet, flute, 
piccolo, trombone— in fact, instruction will be 
given upon any orchestral instrument that may 
Ample provision is made for young 
jadies desiring to make music a specialty to 
practice from two to six hours per day. We 
have a large number of the very best pianos, 
and every pupil will have albthe time for prac- 
tice that she inay desire.”’ 

Continuing, Professor Van Hoose said: “‘The 
scminary has been very fortunate in securing 
the services of so distinguished a musician as 
Professor Charles J. Wallace. Heis widely 
known asa pianist, violinist and composer. It 
is wonderful to see how much he knows of mu- 
sic as a science, and his lectureson theory and 
compositions are of untold value to his pu- 
pils. 

“In point of equipment, the seminary yields 
tonoschool. Our pianos are new, and of the 
very best makes. We always buy through 
Messrs. Phillips & Crew, who have taken 
pride in sending us direct from the factory 
the best instruments. 

‘‘We propose to make this conservatory the

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THE MEXICAN WAR PERIOD, 


With a Retrospective Glance at the Texan 


Levolution, 


We have elsewhere said that the presidential 
campaign of Clay, and Polk, in 1844 was the Derby 
contest of our national Newmarket. While it was 
neither so picturesque norso boisterous as the 
“Tip and Tye” struggle of 1840, it was by no means 
wanting in political enthusiasm. It was, ina 
measure, inaugurated by Mr. Clay’s southern tour 
in the early spring of that most memorable year. 
That was the _ first, and, indeed, last 
occasion on which It- saw _ the gal- 
lant ‘Harry of the West,” and from the plat- 
form heard him address an audience of 20,000 people 
with characteristic force and eloquence. So 
thrilling were some passages Of his speech that 
they elicited outbursts of applause that almost 
threatened to rend the welkin. 

If personal magnetism had been the dominant 
jssuc the illustrious Kentuckian would have hada 
walk-over. But there were @conomic questions, 
such as tariff revision and reduction, which chal- 
lenyed public aitention and largely influenced the 
popular verdict. Beyond all else, however, the 
annexation question was one that not onlv ap- 
pealed to the southern heart, but likewise toan 
American sentiment wherever the stars and stripes 
were wentoned with the breeze or sbhinimered 
tn the mellow sunlight. So strong 
was this sentiment that weeks and months betore 
the ballots were cast the election of Polk and 
Dallas was assured. 

At this point a brief allusion to the Texan rev- 
olution will help us to appreciate the vast popu- 
larity of this annexation plank of the democratic 
platform. ‘The straggle tor Texan independence 
began in good earnest with the battle of Gon- 
zales in 1835, and after alarming fluctuations 
closed with the decisive battie of San Jacinto in 
April, 1836. On this historic fleld independence 
was achieved and the butchery of the Alamo was 
signally avenged by the route of the Mex- 
ican army and the subsequent capture of 
its leader, Santa Anna, who lost a leg 
and a sword in the conflict. The leg, ‘we 
believe, was buried with the honors 
of war. ‘The sword was, some years ago, in pos- 
session of our old friend, Dr. Borders, of Polk 
county, the father-in-law of Congressman Everett. 
Dr. Richardson, of this city, informs ne that Dr. 
Borders has been offered by Texas a large tract of 
land for the sword, but refuses to part with the 
reiic, 

This brilliant victory at San Jacinto was shortly 
afterwards followed by the recognition of ‘Texan 
independence by the United States, Great Britain 
and France, and the “Lone Star republic” was ad- 
mitted to the fellowship of the oider nations. 
During the Van Buren administration the Texan 
government, through its minister at Washington, 
wked to be incorporated into the federal union. 
This quite natural desire was not then granted 
because Mr. Van Buren feared that it might lead 
to graver political complications with Mexico. 

Events were not yet ripe for this “devoutly 
wished-for consummation.” All throeueh the 
Harrison and Tyler regime the issue was kept i 
abeyance until the campaign of 184, when i 
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and house of representatives, peared by 
the president. One of ihe first duties 
of the new administration was to execute the Jaw, 
and yet it was con/ronted at the very threshold by 
a boundary dispute with Mexico. Texas right- 
fully claimed that her western boundary extended 
to the Kio Grande. On the other hand, the Mexi- 
can goverement, with Parades at its head, dis- 
puted the claim, contending that the Neuces river 
was the proper western limit of Texas, for 
the reason that the territory lying between the 
two rivers appertained to the state of Coahua, 
which had never shaken off its allegiance to the 
mother country. 

There was a semblance of right in this claim 
and the American government suggested that it 
be made the subject of negotiation looking toa 
fair adjustment on some money basis. — 

Parades, the Mexican president, spurned the 
proposal and began massing a large body of 
troops on the Rio Grande. Thereupon, at the re- 
quest of the Texan authorities, our government 
ordered Colonel Zachary Taylor, a celebrity of 
the Semino'e war, to proceed with 2,000 men to 
Corpus Christi, at the mouth of the Neuces, and 
establish at that or some other suitable point a 
depot of supplies. 

his brings us to the first act of the Mexican 
war drama, the events of which constitute one of 
the brightest chapters in our national annals. 

From the first battle at Palo Alto, May, 1346, 
where Major Ringgold, a gallant Marylander, 
poured out his heart's blood as a libation to the 
paar American liberty, to the day General 
Scott made his triumphal entry into the city of 
the Montezumas, it was one unbroken series of 
victories. While it would be wearisome to speak 
of the minor details of this more than two years 
of invasion, it is eminently proper to notice the 
grander movements conducted by Taylor and 
Scott, who had an equal/share in the honors of the 
struggle. 

The tirst stage of the conflict culminated in the 
seizure of Monterey in September, 1846, and in the 
crushing defeat of Santa Anna and his forces at 
Buena Vista in Pebruary of the ensuing year. 

It was in this contest against heavy qjlds that 
our volunteer soldiery demonstrated their admir- 
able fighting qualities and forever silenced the 
slander that they were mere carpet knights un- 
fitted for the tug of war. it was on this field that 
our Own immortal Davis, who had won his earliest 
laurels when a junior lieutenant in the Black 
Hawk war, received imperishable renown by his 
skillful maneuvering and the stubborn valor of 
his Mississippi riflemen in the crisis of the con- 
flict. 

As tohis peculiar regimental formation it was 
not @ novelty imvented for the occasion, but 
wel! Known and often practiced amongst the an- 
cient Greeks. By an order from headquarters the 
Taylor movement was arrested at Saltillo, a 
sinali town beyond Buena Vista. 

Santa Anna was in full retreat to the — of 
Mexico, anda considerable number of Taylor's 
troops were ordered to reinforce Scotts 
command, which, having forced the capitulation 
of that most formidable fortress San Juan 
D’Ulloa, was marching at no leisurely pace from 
Vera Cruz upon the enemy’s capital. We have 
always been somewhat incredulous of Prescott s 
story of the conquestof Mexico by Hernando 
Cortez. But that wonderful feat, performed by a 
handful of Spanish cavaliers with the help of 
the native ‘Tlascalaus, who had revolted 
against Montezuina, was more than equaled by 
Scott and his galiant army. From Cerro Gordo, 
Marion,rocky mountain pass, where the Mexicans 
made their first bold siand,to Puebla, to Con- 
treras where Butier and his Palmetto regiment 
showed themselves worthy descendants of Mex- 
ico and -Sumter, through Churubusco to 
the Castle of Chapultepec, from whose 
flarstaff our own William 8. Walker, then a colo- 
nel of voltageurs, unfurled the American flag, 
thence on to the gates of the city, which they 
stormed by & bayonet charge, and then to the 
halls of the Montezumas, Scott’sarmy of the 
center made no hal., but literally. went from 
“conquering to conquer.” We venture to say 
that neither in Cisar’s “Commentaries, nor 1 
Zenaphon’s ‘“Anabasis,” nor yet in Napoleon's 
Italian campaign is therea military record more 
brilliant than this of our Americanarmy. It was 
in this school that Lee and Jackson and Grant 
and Sherman and Joe Johnston were trained for 
their grander achievements in the late civil war. 

While Scott was fighting his way to the City of 
Mexico, smaller detachments ot the army and 
navy, led by Commodore, Stockton, Doniphan, 
rice and Fremont were seizing and occupying 
the strategic points of New Mexicoand Calitoruia. 
The Mexicans, beaten from every position, were 
ready to accept the best terms the conqueror 
night be willing to grant. 

These terms,as embodied in the treaty of Guada- 
loupe Hidalgo, were generous, even magnan- 
lmous, a8 was befitting the American goverment. 
And yet as the fruits of the conquest she acquired 
an empire in riches and «xtent, but at the cost 
of much blood and no inconsiderable treasure. 

And yet, sectional issues, growing outef these 
acquisitions, very soon began toembroil t e whole 
country. Scarcely had the treaty been signed until 
the ghosty specter of discord, threatening 
the disruption of the union, appeared 
in the Wilmot proviso. Freesoilism,jas the latest 

hase of abolitionism, became a prominent factor 

n national politics. nee 

In the presidential cleetion of 1848 Martin Van 
Bure was brought forward as the leader of this 
faction, but the popularity of Tavior and Cass, 
the whig and democratic candidates, held to- 
gether the oldparties,and Mr, Van Buren was a 
second time distanced on the political race course. 

Two measures of vast importance were con- 
summated in the midst of these war disturbances, 
In its remoter bearings, the es of these 
was the settlement of the northwestern boundary 
between British America and the United States. 

For atime the masses of the people of both 
parties clamored for the parallel @f 54.40. But the 

inglish government planted itself squarely and in 
a belligerent attitude on the 49th parallel, 
Our Mexican embroglio in a devree 
handicapped the administration. ‘But 
what finally induced the concession to the Eng- 
lish was a conviction on the part of Mr. Calhoun 
anda large conservative following that an in- 
crease of territory in that direction would effectu- 
ally destroy the equilibrium of the two sec- 
tions between whom there really then existed 
butanarmedtruce. It wasin this congressional 
fight that Henry W. Hilliard, another honored 
Atlantian, fleshed his maiden sword. This set- 
tiement produced a vast outery in the anti- 
slavery ranks, some of their leaders de- 
nouncing it as an_ infamous betraaly 
of our just claim in the interest of the southern 
slave-holding barons. 

This, however, was the merest partisanship, as 
England had never claimed less than was finally 
yielded to her. Hardly secondary to this bound- 
ary question was the revision and readjustinent 
ot the tariff in conformity to the compromise of 
protection theory was at 

with the Jetter and spirit of 
the constitution and yet notwith- 
standing the backset which it received in 1546 
the taxpayers of the country are still in the

While we are writing McKinley is making his 
canvass on the basis of the proposition either 
express or implied that a duty collected at the 
custom house is not ultimately paid by the 
American consumer, but by the toreignu producers.

It was during the Polk administration that 
the princely gift of Mr. Smithson, an 
Englishman, to the United States overn- 
ment of more than a half million dollars 
began to be utilizedin the interest of science. 
Under the rectorship of Professor Joseph Henry, 
formerly of Princeton college, the work has gone 
forward, resulting in the accumulation of a splen- 
did cabinet of minerals, a large collection of 
curios and relics and a laboratory with a splendid 
chemical equipment. We have seen it stated that 
there has recently been published “Smithsonian 
Contributions to Science,” in thirty octavo vol- 
unies. 

On another line the administration of Polk was 
made memorable by the goid discoveries of Cali- 
fornia. Thousands of men, chiefly American 
citizens, flocked to the Pacificcoast in quest of 
the precious metal. For a season it amounted 
almost to the sacra fames auri o. the Latin poet, 
or in the more expressive language of the time, it 
reached the proportions of a craze. 

It was once feared that the market value of 
gold would be seriously affected by these mining 
operations, but the suppiy has long since dimia- 
ished and thease apprehension have died out. 

In 1848 the whigs took time by the foreiock and 
nominated General Zachary Taylor, of Louisiana, 
for the presidency, a. d Miilard Fillmore, of New 
York, for the vice presidency. 

General Taylor bad but little knowledge of 
statesmanship, but he was an_ incorruptible 
patriot, who was widely known and greatly hon- 
ored as the hero ofjOkeechobee in the Seminole 
war and the illustrious victor at Buena Vista. 
The nomination was hailed everywhere with an 
enthusiasm that foreshadowed a whig victory. 

Mr. Polk failed to receive a renomination 
from his party, it being thought advisable to 
select a northern man for the presidency. The 
choice of the convention fell on General Lewis 
Cass, a man of great probity of character, with a 
fair record, both as a warricr and statesman. 

The nomination of General Butler, of Kentucky, 
for the vice presidency, added something to the 
strength of the democratic ticket, ,especially in 
the west. 

Mr. Van RBuren’s candidacy on the free-soil 
ticket drew from the two national parties in about 
an equal ratio, so that the ceneral result was but 
slightly affected by this third party movement. 

aylor and Fillmore were chosen by a consider- 
able majority of the electoral votes, and on the 
4th of March, 1849, they were both inaugurated 
without any noteworthy incident. 

President Polk retired from his high office with 
an unblemished repuiation, and much honored 
and beloved by the great body of his fellow 
countrymen. In like manner Vice t 
Dallas won the res and confidence of the

Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, November 14.—The wheat market was 
quite nervous today, and still shows the effects of yes- 
terday’s excitement over Secretary Stone’s unfortunate 
error in reporting Russia’s cereal yield. The fact 
that numbers of traders were considerableflosers over 
yesterday’s suddén unjustifiable decline and subsequent 
advance, tended to a general feeling of timidity and 
instability. Nearly every influence, domestic as well 
as foreign, tended to a decline, and all the efforts of 
the large holders to keep up prices were effective only 
to a limited extent, the opening being 4@'4ec and the 
close %c lower. 

Trading in the corn pit was not very active except at 
short intervals, continued fine weather leading to an 
expectation of heavier receipts, and talk of the rail- 
road yards being blocked with loaded cars, caused 
weakness at the opening and for about two hours 
thereafter, but later a good demand for cash corn in 
store and to go to store caused some uneasiness among 
shorts, who found very little forsale when they started 
to cover, causing firmness and higher prices toward 
the end of the session. 

Oats for future delivery ruled dull. The cash mar- 
ket was firmer ataslight advance. The demand was 
active and mostly for shipping account. The market 
closed sbout ec higher. 

The demand for provisions was rather better at the 
opening today, a good deal better laterin the day and 
wound up strong ata considerable improvement over 
yesterday’s closing prices. The loca! heavy shorts 
were covering warily at the beginning, and the crowd 
followed the example. Receipts of hogs were rather 
under yesterday’s estimates, and the yards report that 
they were in improved demand.

WORK OF RIGH WOMEN 


Have They a Moral Right to Compete 
with Women Who Need the Work? 


WHY RICH WOMEN SHOULD WORK, 


And Why It Will Not Make 
Mischief. 


THEY WILL RAISE THE STANDARD 


Of Competence and the Level of Wages. 
They Will Help and Not Rob 
Other Women.

Shall the well-to-do young woman work 
ifshe wants to? That is, shall the woman 
whose living does not depend upon her daily 
Jabor put herself into competition with the 
woman who must earn her bread before she 
can eatit? Has she a moral right to doit? 
The question has but recently arisen, because 
it is only within the past few years that young 
women have had either the equipment or the 
desire to do serious work, except whero neces- 
sity compelled it. But itis here now, 3 most 
delicate social problem. Ask 99 out of 100 
working women, and the instant response will 
be, in sentiment, if not in words, ‘The world 
is full of women who must work for an honest 
livelihood. Every new worker that enters 
the field lessens the opportunities of the 
others. The rich young woman must not take 
bread from the mouths of poorer ones. There 
is no right but that of necessity.’’ 

Well, there is human nature in the answer, 
at any rate. Is there logic? Let us see. 
Much depends upon the way in which you re- 
gard work. The mass of us are sure that it is 
an unmitigated curse. Part of us blame Adam 
and Eve forit, and the rest put the blame 
upon that first, hairy, long-tailed, inquisitive 
ancestor of ours who couldn’t be contented 
until he had found out how tolight a fire or 
to construct something more impenetrable 
than the leafy roof under which the Race-in- 
tlie-making had lived so long and so comfort- 
ably. But, whoever we blame for it, we have 
no fancy forit, and we whine and whimper 
and take a great deai of superfluous credit to 
ourselves, in that our ten fingers and two 
brain-lobes have found out what they were 
made for. 

There are afew peoplein the world, how- 
ever, who are caught in an obstinate taste for 
work, who would really rather keep their wits 
a-stir and their eyes open and their souls grow- 
ing than sit under the greenest tree by the 
wayside and pipe the idlest tunes of ease and 
forgetfulness. This is bad taste, of course, to 
the rest of the world, but it’sas honestas a 
great many other bad tastes. And occasion- 
ally one of these persons happens to be a 
woman, and 2 woman who, in selecting a pa- 
rent, made the mistake of settling on one who 
had dollars in his purse. Here arises the 
complication. She has dollars and a daddy; 
she may have anything that these two together 
can give her, except the blessed liberty to 
work with her own hands, to see with her own 
eyes, todraw her own conclusions and to 
wrest good out of hardship and disciplinef and 
pains. 

It all depends, you see. The ninety-nine 
poor women who deny the hundredth rich 
woman the right to work fail to look at it from 
her point of view. This much is certain—no 
Woman who has meney enough works for 
money. Men do; and here is where a part of 
thé confusion arises. But when arich woman, 
or a well-to-do woman, works, it is sane to 
suppose that she works out of some other love 
than a dollar-love. Is there room for no other 
motive than the dollar one? Is there no pos- 
sibility of a recognition that one’s work in the 
world has something to do with one’s worth in 
the world; that strength and wisdom and com- 
petence are worth having for their own sake? 
Why, the very feet of a woman who is mistress 
of some one thing, stand more squarely upon 
the earth, the very eyes of her look more sen- 
sibly and frankly into the eyes of men, if she 
says: ‘‘This one thing I can do and do it well.”’ 

Take the case of a young man who at 
twenty-one comes into the possession of a for- 
tune. Isitheld tobe any repreach to him 
that he at unce put his money and his brains 
to work? Nay, verily, is it not held to be a 
reproach to himif he doesn’t? No ore tells 
him he is taking the bread out of the mouths 
of more needy men. Why, then, should his 
sister be accused of larder-robbery if she does 
the saine thing? Isthere a sex in political 
economy as well as in political everything 
else? Shall we not grant to women a recog- 
nition of the moral quality that goes into 
work, or rather of the inoral dignity with 
which work invests the worker? 

“Oh, very well,’’ says some keon-brained 
young woman, reading this, “if moral rewards 
are what rich women are after, Jet them work 
for moral rewards and let the rest of us have 
the dollars. Let them work without asking 
pay for it.” My dear short-sighted young 
woman, don’t you know that this world has 
some laws of its own, which it expects us to 
accept, and that one of these is the severe 
economic one that governs a bargain? A bar- 
gain demands an exehange of values, and just 
now moral rewards do not pass as counters in 
the realms of this world. A man may not 
even give a piece of land to his wife for 
the moral reward alone—a certain sum of 
money must pass between them. The dollar 
sign is still the outward and visible sign of a 


| bargain, of a service rendered, of value re- 


ceived. If a woman works worthily, she 


| ought to receive money for it, just as certainly 


as she ought to pay money for the new gown 
she buys. The spectacie of a young woman 
setting forth on a quest of work for moral re- 
wards alone isas absurd and impossible as 
the idea of a Broadway merchant distributin g 
gowns and household goous for the same lofty 
emoluments. 


Nay, more, so far from having any notion of 
working for only moral rewards, this young 
woman ought to insist on getting just 
as many dollars for her work as she can com- 
mand. First, because it’s good business to sell 
a thing for allits worth; second, because, in 
the business world, the worth of a worker is 
largely gauged by the ammount of money he or 
she is abletocommand, anda woman has a 
right to invest her work and herself with the 
utmost dignity; lastly, itis only in this way 
that she will be able to render her greatest 
service to other women—the service of pushing 
the level of wages up and notdown. Itis the 
woman who can afford not to work who 
must do this; the woman who will go hungry, 
and, worse still, let others go hungry, is so 

lacid that she must take what she can get. 

‘ecessity gives her but little option. This, 
more than that injustice of men we hear so 
much about, is what makes women’s w 
low. The woman who insists on having the 
full value of her work, and who can wait until 
she gets it, is the woman that is needed 
among the working women today. 

So, you see, you short-sighted young woman 
who wanted rich women to work for mora] re- 
wards, the moral rewards afe there, though 
they work themselves out through dollars and 
cents. And the especial beauty of this ar- 
rangement is that these mora! rew work 
back into more dollars and cents for you. 

Another service—not so grateful a one to 


‘you, perhaps, but one that will do you a power 


of in the long run-—which the presence of 
rich women in the wage-earning fieid 
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perior competenco for the high wages she de- 
mands. She may be uncomfortably rich and 
grimly determined to have good wages or 
none at a}), but she won’t got them unless she 
is worth them. 

It is also easy to see, if you think about ita 
minute, thatthe well-to-do young woman is 
pretty likely to be precisely the competent 
one.

Less dressy bnt stylish hats for common 
Wear are soft, English felts, called Tyroleans. 
They are without trimming, except for a bow, 
or wing, at the side, and are too severe for all 
faces. A more becoming shapo is a soft 
astrakhan turban, crossed through the middle. 
A severely stylish walking hat, called the 
“Paul Jones,” is of beaver, rolled up at back 
and sides. It is trimmed high at the back, 
with an cnormous rosette and a cluster of 
tips. 

The middle ground between hat and bon- 
net is still occupied by the toqne, which is still 
trimmed with cloth and velvet mingled in 
soft folds, and centering at the back with 
wings ora knot. A good model for a turban 
has a low bell-shaped crown uf beaver with a 
brim of velvet. Two standing loops of velvet 
and a wing are placed at the back. 

The new design in bonnets mentioned, has a 
small, tliat crown, like that of a hat, anda poke 
rim. Thetrimming should be a ruche set 
round the edge, on the upperside, with a 
small ornament set in the ruche at the extreme 
frontedge. A simple vandeau encircles the 
crown and falls at the back to form strings. 

A,dressy model is of silver passementerie, 
trimmed with a black lace ruche and a pale 
blue satin rosette in front, out of which rise 
two small black wings. Blue satin strings are 
set on fourinches apart under tiny rosettes. 
For street bonnets these two shapes lend them- 
selves well to the mink-tail border, which is 
popular. 

The market is full of cloaks, but the exclu- 
sive winter fashions are hardly determined yet.

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GOSSIP OF GOTHAM. : 


Cleveland Has Not Been As succesful in 
Law 


AS PEOPLE THOUGHT HE WOULD BE 


Republicans Alarmed About the 
Next Legislature, | 


LEST THE DEMOCRATS CONTROL IT 


The Proposed Underground Rapid Transit 
Mrs. Leslie Shows Business in 
Her Marriage. 


New York, November 14.—{Special.]— 
There is much curiosity and speculation 
among lawyersin this city as tothe volume 
and vaiueof the law practice of éx-President 
Cleveland. When he removed to this city at 
the expiration of his term of office many ex- 
travagant stories were published about the 
enormous guarantee he was to receive as a 
member of a prominent legal tirm. His repu- 
tation as an ex-democratic president, not asa 
lawyer, was expected to attract wealthy 
clients. Cieveland never ranked very high as 
a lawyer or counsellor when he practiced in 
Butlalo before he became governor, It is 
geuerally believed among those in position to 
know something of his practice that he has 
not been as successful in New York as -he 
anticipated. It is rather remarkable that 
with his great prestige of position and all the 
free education he has received, the ex-presi- 
dent has never appeared in a court in this city 
in areally important case. His is an office 
practice almost exclusively. This kind of a 
business is very profitable in this city when a 
lawyer is the legal adviser of ascore or more 
of big corporations, but Mr. Cleve- 
jandG has very little of that 
kind of practice. His former 
private secretary, Dan Lamont, and his sec- 
retary of the navy, W. C. Whitney, are both 
connected with a number of important corpo- 
rations and business enterprises in this city, 
but Mr. Cleveland has never been retained as 
the attorney of any of them. The only way 
he has ever appeared prominently before the 
public in this city as a lawyer was as referee 
to take testimony in a divorce case; by ap- 
pointm of the court. Mr. Cleveland is 
out of city every summer for three or four 
months/ which is conclusive  evi- 
dence jthat he has not been retained 
as counsellor or adviser in any 
big cases pending in thecourts. It is said that 
while he enjoys a fairly profitabie office prac- 
tice, his success as a lawyer has been a disap- 
pointment, both to himself and his friends. 

Republicans Nervous. 

The republicans of this state are greatly 
alarmed at the prospect of the next legislature 
being saiely demo*ratic on joint ballot by a 
majority large enough to insure the reappor- 
tionment of the state and the passage of any 
other party measures that may be introduced. 
If the state is reapportioned, the republicans 
fear a gerrymander that will make it 
impossible for them to ever again 
elect a congressinan from the state or secure 
& inajority in either branch of the legislature. 
The Tammany democrats of this city have a 
long list of grievances against the republican 
senate of Jast winter, which defeated so much 
important general and party legisiation, and if 
they control] both houses the minority will re- 
ceive little or no consideration.. For severa: 
years past republican legislatives have wasted 
alarge amount of mandatory leygisiation for 
this city, some of which is very galling to Tam- 
many hall. Al! this will be repeated and laws 
enacted that will give Tammany absolute and 
unrestricted control of the city and county 
government. 

The Underground Rallroad. 

A resolution that the city issue bonds and 
buiid the proposed underground rapid transit 
railroad will be introduced probably at the 
next meeting of the board of alder:nen, and 
when itis done it will raise the greatest howl 
from the anti-Tammanuny factions that has been 
heard in this city since the Tweed ring was 
exposed. It will cost not less than seventy- 
tive million dollars to build the road, and it may 
cost twice that sum. The idea of placing 
such an immense sum of public money in the 
hands of a Tammany administration, to be 
paid out to Tammany coutractors, will give 
some good republicans and county democrats 
the horrors. But the matter is likely to be 
pushed in the board of aldermen, and the fate 
of the proposition will depend largeiy on the 
newspapers. If a majority of them favor the 
proposition for the city to build and own the 
road the measure will go through, but if a 
majority opposes, it will probabiy be de- 
feated. There are many strong arguments 
for and agaiust the proposition to have the city 
build the road. The growth of the city is lim- 
ited with the present means of transit. Every 
one recognizes the importance of rapid transit, 
and it is argued that private capital will not 
build the road for tive years yet, as it would 
not payin less time. The city, better than 
private citizens, could afford to waita few 
years for returns on the capital invested, be- 
cause the building of the road would greatly 
increase the value of property and the 
amount of taxes. But the _ issue of 
$75,000;000 or $100,000,000 of bonds and the 
expenditure of the money would offer the 
golden opportunities for official jobbery and 
corruption. 

A Source of Litigation. 

The peculiar marriage laws of this state are 
the source of countless domestic wars and a 
constantly increasing volume of litigation. It 
is easy to get married here, but it is some- 
times hard to prove it. NoJicenseis necessary 
toa marriage ceremony. To make it legal 
beyond question it is necessary to have wit- 
nesses and to have tie fact that a ceremony 
was performed, properly recorded, but time 
and again the courts have declared marriages 
legal when none of the usual requirements 
had been complied with. To get a divorce 
you must first prove a marriage. This ex- 
plains the frequent publication in the news- 
papers of notices of marriages that occurred 
five or ten yeais ago. These notices are usu- 
ally followed a day or two jater by a notice of 
divorce proceedings. These imperfect mar- 
riage laws have led to the establishment 
in this city of numerous marriage bureaux, 
where marriages are perforined and their legai- 
ity insured, without the publicity of having 
them recorded. Fora reasonable feeit is an 
easy matter to get married and have the fact 
kept secret until itis made public in the di- 
vorce courts. 

Other Mention. 

Mrs. Frank Leslie's well-known economical 
business methods seem to be well illustrated by 
her last marriage.

MONTT AT “THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The Chilean Minister Presents His Papers to 
the President. 

WASHINGTON, November 14.—Senor Montt, 
tle Chilean minister, was formally presented 
to the president at 11:30 o’clock this morning 
by the secretary of state. The minister was ac- 
companied by Senors Anibal Cruz, secretary 
of the lezgation, and Guillermo Arenaetegan 
Valentine De! Campo, attaches. They were 
allin fullevening dress, in accordance with 
the custom in South American countries on 
state occasions. They first waited on Secre- 
tary Blaine at the state department and were 
by him escorted to the white house. The pres- 
ident received them standing in tie blue 
parior, Which was iiluminated with electric 
lights for the occasion. After formal introduc- 
tions by Secretary Blaine, Sénor Montt ad- 
vanced and addressed the president in Spanish 
as follows: 

Mr. President— I have the honor to present 
credentials which accredit mein the capacity of 
envoy extraordinary and minister plenipotentiary 
ofthe republic ot Chile in the United States of 
North America. The object of the mission which 
the government of Chile has confided to me 1s to 
cultivate and maintain relations of peace and 
friendship between the United States and Chile, 
which have ever been close and curdial. For the 
accomplishment of this purpose, I rely upon the 
Kindness and good will which the United $States’s 
government has always manifested for represen- 
tatives of Chile. Permit me to express my 
country’s sincere wishes for tho prosperity 
and welfare of this noble country, which is so 
highly favored by Providence and for your own 
happiness. 

To this President Harrison made an appro- 
priate reply. Mr. Blaine accompanied the 
gentlemen to their carriages.

WITNESSES FOR THE DEFENDANTS 


Tell the Causes That Led Upto the 
Tragedy. 


STATEMENT OF RICHARD HOWARD. 


A Recess Taken Until Monday Morning, 
When the Argument Will Begin. 
Criminal News of the Day. 


Cotumpus, Ga., November 14.—[Special. }— 
Today was the most interesting one of the 
week in the Howard-Bickerstaff case. Court 
convened at 8:30 o’clock, and several wit- 
nesses for the defense testified, without ma- 
terially adding to or detracting from the evi- 
dence already in. 

Mrs. Julia Gatewood, a sister of Messrs. 
Robert and Kichard Howard, was placed upon 
tlie stand, and stated that she had lived in 
Glennville up to four years ago, when she re- 
moved to Montgomery; that she knew Daw- 
son and his family, and thas her sister, Ruth 
Howard, was a frequent visitor to their home 
when Dawson lived in Glennville. 

The state objected to going into these de- 
tails. 

Judge MecNeiil said they wished ‘to show 
that Ruth Howard had been a frequent visitor 
at the house where Dawson was living; that 
he betrayed her under his own roof, and that 
after this occurred he acknowledged the fact 
to Mrs. Gatewood; that after that Dawson 
married Ruth Howard, but they soon sépa- 
rated and in some way their child was de- 
stroyed. 

“We wish to show that the betrayal oc- 
curred in Alabama, and further that these 
facts had been communicated to Robert How- 
ard forty-eight hours before the difficulty oc- 
curred, and that Dawson came here for 
the purpose of killing the Howards.” 

Judge Blandford cited Judge Gamble to the 
law touching on the question. 

‘“‘You can show the feeling by fact, what 
caused the feeling, that it did exist, etc., but 
you can’t show any previous details of what 
caused the feeling, is my opinion of the rule 
on this question,’’ said Judge Gainble. 


Attorneys for defense then read decisions in | 
similar cases, and said they wished tointroduce | 


Mrs. Gatewood’s testimony to show the motive 
of both parties, the Howards and Dawson. 

“IT do not rule that you caunot show 
that Dawson was charged with betraying 
the sister of the defendants, but you can’t go 
into the merits of this alleged charge,”’ said 
the judge. 

McNeill then proceeded to question Mrs, 
Gatewood. 

Mrs. Gatewood’s Story. 


She testified that the state of feeling between 
her brothers and Mr. Dawson was unfriendly. 
The cause of the feeling was the ruin of their 


sister. 
“My brother Richard went to Alabama 
after the desertion to find Dawson and tohave

him prosecuted.’ ; 

‘The betrayal did take place at Dawson’s 
home, did it not ?”’ the defense asked. 

The state objected, but withdrew their ob- 
jection and Mrs. Gatewood replied: 

“Tt was charged to have taken place in Mr, 
Dawson’s sister’s home in Glennville,Ala, My 
brother Robert, was in Obio during all of this 
time.’’ ! 

‘After the alleged betrayal Mr. Dawson 
married Ruth Howard?” 

**He did.” 

“Do you know whether or not any child was

Here the state objected and the question 


was ruled out. 

‘'T do not know whether the facts of her be- 
trayal and desertion, etc., were communicated 
to my brother Robert before he came from 
Ohio. Two days before the difticulty I spoke 
with him about the facts,’’ 

“Did you tell him the facts ?”’ 

“We object!’’ camein a chorus from the 
prosecuting attorneys. 

The objection was overruled. 

**I did tell him the facts.” 

A. Revell testified, but upon motion of the 
state his testimony was ruled out. 

The defense then offered the proceedings of 
the court of ordinary in 1889, declaring Kuth 
Howard as insane, but it was ruled out. 

James Bickerstaff’s Story. 


The defense then offered the statute of Ala- 
bama on the question of seduction. The state 
objected, but was overruled. 

‘Che detense then announced that it had no 


further evidence, and James Bickerstaff made | 


his statement. 

He said he was a brother-in-law of Robert 
and Richard Howard; that he was on the 
exposition grounds the day of the tragedy ; met 
Robert and Richard Howard in the main hall, 
but got lost from them. After one race he 
bought a badge and went across the track near 
the judge’s stand. There he saw Robert and 
Richard Howard. Robert was talking to 
Mayor Dozier; saw Dawson in the roadster 
race; was surprised, Knowing the ill feeling 
between them; was standing west of the 
judge’s stand when his attention was attracted 

y pistol shots, and saw Dawson firing at the 
Howards. Didn’t see any knife in the hands 
of the Howards, or any pistols. Dawson made 
a circle, and came towards him (Bickerstaff) 
pointing his pistol. Dawson shot, but whether 
at the defendant or not he didn’t know. Daw- 
son kept advancing. Mayor Dozier came up 
aud said, ‘Don’t shoot.” Defendant said he 
saw he wasin danger, ana at last drew his 
pistol and hurriedly tired twice. At the second 
shot Dawson fell. Defendant said he had al 
ways been a peaceable man and tried to avoid 
difticulties. 

Richard Howard’s Statement. 

Richard Howard then made a statement. Mr. 
Howard began by saying he would give a plain 
statement of the  sad_ affair from 
beginning to end. He gave a brief 
of his life and struggle to _ sup- 
my a widowed mother and eightsingie sisters, 
No blot or stain had been on the name of 
that happy and loving family. In March, °89, 
he learned that his sister Ruth was ina pre- 
carious condition. The shock came upon him 
like acloud-burst. Mr. Howard then gave a 
history of the affair in detai! from beginning to 
end, occupying an hourin doingso. He told 
about going to Glennville to see Dawson to get 
him to marry his sister, which he consented to 
do, and did so; also about the birth of the 
child and the subsequent abandonment by 
Dawson; the pbiacing of his sister in the 
insane asylum. Up to the time of aban- 
doument he said he thought that Dawson had 
acted as manly a part as any man could have 
done under the circumstances. Dawson, he 
said, had an instrument of writing signed by 
his wife, saying he was not the father of the 
child, and would never live with her again. 
Mr. Howard spoke feelingly and eloquently of 
his efforts to avoid bloodshed, and protect the 
honor of his family. He heard of reports slan- 
dering his sisterand his family, and he did 


; send Dawson word that he would not cross his 


d that he (Dawson) would never 
cross his. e had heard that Dawson would 
be there and would drivein the race. He did 
not intend to attack Dawson, neither did he 
intend torun from him. While he went to 
see the exposition and got out in the open where 
Dawson could see him, he heard th 
had threatened his hfe and believed his life 
wasin danger. He saw Dawson come under 
the railing, and from. the motion of h 
> he came the rear

Robert UMoward’s Story. 


Mr. Robert Howard took the stand and read 
his statement, which was practically the same 
as that made on the former trial. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Comer was in-

THEY MOBBED THE PRIEST, 


Bat Policemen Were on Hand and Prevent- 
ed Violence. 

MONTREAL, November 14.—Priest Gregoire, 
who is lecturing on Catholicism, had a nar- 
row escape last night. Students and their 
friends arrived in force at the church where he 
was to speak, but found the edifice somewhat 
occupied. Each pew contained one or more 
gentlemen, while in the rear sat ten apparent 
civilians. Outside the church the street was 
black with people, but policemen kept the 
crowd moving. Assoon as Priest Gregoire 
began to tell of tho confessional 
a student began to show his disapproval. 
When he first opened his mouth a quiet-look- 
ing man sitting beside him collared him; the 
next instant he was flung from the church. 
To those who reinained it was plain that each 
pew contained one or more armed policemen, 
while the gentlemen in the rear were the entire 
detective force. Under these circumstances, 
a disturbance was out of the question. 

When the service closed the entire police 
reserve promptly cleared the sidewalk. A 
hack drew up, around which the _ police 
formed a cordon, and Priest Gregoire was 
quickly placed inside. Several stones were 
thrown, and the mob breaking the cordon 
made a desperate effort to pull Gregoire cut. 
The horses were whipped up, however, and 
amid horrible yells were driven west on St. 
Catherine street. The mobchased the hack 
to Bleury street, but there a strong force of 
police prevented them from going further.

FOUGHT LIKE A MADMAN 


When the Officers Tried to Take Hiin 
from Court to Jail. 

ELIZABETH, N, J.. November 14.—This morning 
Judge McCormick sentenced Samuel Beekman, 
colored, and Jennie Wylie, his white paramour, 
to ten years each in the state prison at bard labor. 
The woman fainted when she heard her sentence. 
Beekman made a great scene. He 
loudly declared he would not go to prison, [nor 
would he serve out his sentence. He defied Judge 
McCormick and defied the officers in the court- 
room to enforce the sentence. Two 
deputy sheriffs seized him and _ tried 
to  hnstle him out of the room. 
Beekman, however, foucht them off. Other oftti- 
cers went to the assitance of the deputies, and 
Beekme«n in turn fought them off. still others 
joined in the struggle and Beekman kicked, bit 
and clawed af them like a tiger. It took twelve 
men to overpower him and place him ina cell. 

After being locked up he cursed and raved like 
amadman. Jennie Wylie was revived and was 
led off to her cell. The crime was causing the 
death, by inhuman treatment, of a child of Beek- 
inan’s wife before he fell in with the dissolute 
Jennie Wylie. 


THEY CALLED ON THE SAME WOMAN, 


Ané One of Them Used the Pistol Upon 
His Rival. 

ANNISTON, Ala., November i4.—[Special.]—Sam 
Ray and Allen Daniels met at a house of ill repute, 
near Piedmont last night. For some time past 
there has been bad blood between the two, and 
at the time they were excited by liquor. A dispute 
arose between them, which terminated im the 
shooting of Daniels's by Ray. Two shots took effect, 
one in Daniels thigh and 6ne under the armpit, the 
last wound being a fatal one. The ballentered un- 
derthearm, broke a rib, penetrated alung and 
lodged in or nearthe Spine. Daniels died in a few 
hours, but, in the meantime, Ray had taken refuge 
inacabin on the mountain side,a mile away, where 
he was arrested this morning by Sheriff Rowland, 
and is nowin the Jacksonville jail. Ray claims 
that he killed Daniels in self-defense. Both men 
calling on the same woman was the cause of the 
trouble.

He was fined $50 
for carrying concealed weapons, Courad $10 for 
drunkenness, that being the only charge which 
could be proved against him, while David Leter 
took a change of venue. The justice withheld his 
decision in the case of Henry Miller, who averred 
that he only carried a weapon at night for protec- 
tion.

A Committee to Be Appointed to Revise 
the Constitution. 

ToLepo, O., November 14.—The Knights of 
Labor convention today decided that all who do 
not accept all the principles enumerated ip the 
platform of the order must leave the order 
or be expelled. It was decided that the 
general masterworkman should appoint a commit- 
tee to amend the constitution and have the new 
constitution .published to the order one month 
before the meeting of the next general agsembly. 
The rest of the forenoon’s session was talsen up 
in discussing whether those holding state, county 
or city offices should be accepted by the order. 

At the afternoon session the general assembly 
adopted a resolution recommending that, as a 
rule, assemblies should refrain trom electing to 
membership any one holding or seeking a political 
position. 

The assembly then went into secret session, con- 
tinuing the remodeling of the ritual of the order. 

The report of the finance committee was sub- 
mitted, showing an increase of the per capita tax. 
This dves not Include the thousands of members 
exonerated and restored to full membership. The 
finances of the order are in excelient condition. 

A resolution was adopted favoring the holding 
of the industrial conference, now fixed for Wash- 
ington city, on February 22d next, at some more 
central city, Cincinnati and St. Louis being most 
fayored by the delegates. It was decided thatthe 
representation of the order at that industrial con- 
ference shall be one delegate from each local or 
district assembly. General oflicers wi!l represent 
the generalassembly.

In each case the collapse affected 
depositors dealing with second or third rate 
bankers paying a high rate of interest on their 
deposits. 
The System Denounced. 

Under the prevailing system, private banks 
take on deposit shares without guaranteeing 
to return the identical stock, but merely in 
equal values of the same stock. 

The system has been repeatedly denounced 
as tending to encourage fraud and the public 
has been warned again and again against en- 
trusting investments to men able to use them 
in their personal speculations. 

The present developments cause no surprise 
among leaders in high financial circles, who 
have long expected that ‘‘bubble’”’ houses 
would burst. 

Some firms of greater importance than any 
whic: has ye [coi ep el, fintngthat theruan of 
the public was threatening their existence- 
have submitted statements to the large finan, 
ciers, and are obtaining assistance froin them 
to neet the calls made upon them. 

There Is No Panic. 

Naturally, though there isno panic, com- 
mercial depression is consistent with the de- 
cline of values on the bourse. The period of 
general inflation, which reached aclimax last 


year, has been succeeded by a persistent reac- 4 


tion downwards, Since this reaction set in 
shares of disconts Gesellschaft bank of highest 
repute, have gone down 83 per cent; 
the stock of Handel Gesellschaft has declined 
75 per cent, that of the Daronstadt 
bank 61 per cent, of the Dresden bank 
54 per cent, of Harpener mine 164 per cent, 
of Bochum Union 60 per cent, and of Laura 
mine 59 per cent. 

These striking figures carry their own com- 
ments.

The letter is as follows: 
“Eprror ConsriruTion—Sir: A_ special 


dispatch from Atlanta to The Philadelphia 
Press declares that Alfredo Barili has deserted 
his wife for his aunt, Mme. Adelina Patti, and 
that the latter had instigated the desertion. 
As a brother of Mr. Barili’s wife, lam in a po- 
sition to know that every detail of this article 
is untrue, excepting the fact that my brother-in- 
law has left his wife. In justice to Mme. Patti, 
I wish to say that she is in no way responsible 
for Mr. Barili’s course. He has been at all 
times extremely kind to Mrs. Barili, and the 
only reason the latter has not accompanied 
her husband on his visits to the castle in 
Wales is that she would not leave her children, 
and to take them all would have beena 
greater trouble and expense than the 
short time allowed would have  war- 
ranted. The best proof of this state- 
ment are the many loving letters 
sent by Mme.

Why his wman- 
ners were as soft as those of a 
woman. He was scru pulously free from those 
fauits which so often are the concomitants of 
a highly wrought artistic temperament. He 
was necessarily thrown into contidential rels- 
tions with hundreds of tne purest young 
women in Atlanta, and had he ever trans- 
gressed, one degree, the strictest rules of pro- 
priety, he would have been exposed long ago.

the People Vote the Bonds—A Masterly 
Statement of the Situation by 
Hon. H, G. Hutchison. 


Atlanta is to have waterworks. Tho water- 
orks commission has been silent under the 
bating of the city, but it has not been idle, 
will appear from this interview with hon.

Having been asked to give the status of tte 
rk on the waterworks, Mr. Hutchison 


“We now have authority to issue $250,000 
mds to build ‘waterworks and we want au- 


thority to issue $500,000 more. It will take 
about seven hundred and fifty thousand dol- 
lars to do the work, and if authority is given 
the council to issue bonds to this amount we 
will be pumping water in here from the Chat- 
tahoochee river in less than a 
year from today. This is what the 
people are to yote on in December, 
and unless these bonds are voted, the water- 
works cannot be built. The council cannot 
make the necessary contracts without this vote 
authorizing them to doso. Our city charter 
plainly prohibits them from going into 
such a contract until the making of the 
obligation is authorized bya vote of the people. 
Itisthena question simply of waterworks 
or no waterworks ? 

‘Are we able to have them? I should 
think so. The interest on the bonds upon 
which the people are to vote will be $22,500. 
The city is losing more than that in tax be- 
cause of the iack of water for manufacturing 
purposes. At present we can give no encour- 
agement to manufacturers to extend their 
plants. Wehave absolutely tohold themin 
check. Considering what we lose in tax and 
what we lose in the sale of water at remuner- 
ative rates, the city is actually losing money 
by delaying the construction of the works. I 
honestly believe that the increase of 
revenue the first year wiil much more 
than pay the interest on the bonds, and 


in subsequent years it will double and quadru- 


ple. Thisis a plain, common-sense view of 
the matter, looking at the city’s business just 
as any conservative business man would look 
at his own affairs, for no good business man 
hesitates tospend money whenit brings a hand- 
some revenue. The waterworks system is the 
only city department that is self-sustaining, 
und shail we hesitate to enlarge the only de- 
partment which has this record 2 

‘‘No money can be diverted from this work, 
Under the law the money derived from the sale 
of these ‘bonds cannot be used for any purpose 
except to build the new waterworks. Ifit costs 
less than $750,000 to build the works, fewer 
bonds will be issued. I feel sure from the 
thorough investigations of the past year, that 
we can build the works inside of $750,000. 
The works are gauged for no village. Itis no 
child’s play to build them, and when complete 
on the scale planned, they will be a monu- 
ment to the enterprise, sagacity and good man- 
agement of Atlanta and in keeping with heren- 
terprising spirit. The work has been planned 
slowly, carefully, and with almost painful 


thoroughness, and all that remains is for the 
people to say, ‘We will do it.’ 1 believe 
they will. In fact, with the light before 
me, and looking only to the interest of every 
citizen of Atianta, I cannot see how any man 
can vote against these bonds. 

“We not only know that the manufacturers 
have been heid in check and the employment 
of labor has been cutoff by the scarcity of 
water, but we have seen whole districts of the 
city aysolutely without water and unable to 
get it because it was useless to extend mains 
when there was not water enough to supply 

16 pipes we have. 

g ee have had many parts of the city filled 
with foul air from the sewers because they 
needed flushing oftener, but could not be 
flushed because the water had to be saved 
for fire purposes. We have felt the discomfort 
from lack of street sprinkling, and in many 
other ways it has been brought home to every 
one that Atlanta is.sadly in need of a water 
supply. Indeed it has almost reached the 
point where it is a matter of self-preservation, 
and argument seems superfluous. ; 

“Of all people, the ones most interested in 
the construction of the waterworks #re those 
living on streets where there are no water 
mains. It is needless to lay more mains until 
there is more water. With an abundant 
supply, the policy of the city will be to lay 
mains wherever they -are needed. So faras I 
am concerned, I am for water in abundance 
and as near free as it is practicable to make it. 

“With an abundant water supply, the manu: 
facturing interest will receive a stimulus which 
is impossible at present, and the eifect would be 
immediately apparent in the employment of 
labor. For instance, take the case of the 
bleachery Elsas May & Co. wanted to estab- 
lish. We did not have the water and it could 
not be built. Otherwise it would be 
in operation, employing a large number of 
hands.”’ 


Arrangement of the Plant. 


“The city has purchased 100 acres of lana on 
the Chaitahoochee river fer $15,000. 
gives all the water front and all the ground 
necessary for the first pumping station. 

“The water will be taken from the river at 
a point above Peachtree creek, which places It 
beyond danger of contamination, now or here- . 
after, from the drainago of the city. The in- 
take, thatis, the pipe that will draw water 
from the river, is forty-eight inches in diame- 
ter, and will conduct waterintoawell, At 
this point will be stationed two new engines

with a daily capacity of 10,000,000 gallons 
each. They will pump the water through a 
thirty-inch pipe to the reservoir somewhere 
near the city limits. This main will be about 
seven miles long.”’ 
With Reference to the Future. 

“This site of the intake was not selected 
without careful consideration. The river has 
been surveyed and a line of levels taken for 
soine miles. If it should ever become neces- 
sary to move the intake upstream in order to 
avoid contamination from Marietta, R 
or other manufacturing towns hereafter to be 
built, then, no matter how far we move the 
intake up stream, the gravity will be suffi- 


cient to carry water to the well on this piece | 


of land, where we have located the tirst 
pumping station. The engines will never 
have to be moved, but will remain, as now, 
convenient to coal.” 

A Saving in Fuel. 

‘The arrangement for getting coal over our 
branch line from Bolton will save a large item 
of expense. Drayage on coal to the present 
works costs 50 centsa ton, or $10a car of 
twenty tons. It is probable that the whole, or 
the large part of this item will be saved, as it 
is expected that coal will be delivered at the 
works at Atlanta rates.’’ 

The lLeservoir. 

“The reservoir will have a capacity of 
avout two hundred million gallons. With 
this large capacity, it will not be necessary to 
pump froin the fiver to the reservoir every day 
in the year, and the water will be taken from 
the stream at the most convenient times, 
when the river is in the best condition, and no 
pumping need be done when the water is 
made muddy and filled with trash from heavy 
rains. | 

“This reservoir will provide a supply of 
water in case the long main between there 
and the river should be temporarily injured 
by the heavy strain upon it. It does away 
with this living from hand to mouth, so far as 
the water supply is semaetned.” 

‘What arrangements have you for filtra- 
tion ?”’ 

“From the reservoir the water is filtered by 
the Hyatt system, and collected ina clear 
water basin. From this basin itis pumped 
into the city. At this point we will place all 
the engines used at the present works, anda 
new high duty engine of the Holly system, 
with a daily capacity of 10,000,000 gallons. 
This engine is of the latest improved pattern, 
and is guaranteed to pump againsta head of

105 to 160 pounds per square inch. It is so 
constructed that a variation in load, from the 
first pressare of 105 pounds to the second pres- 
sure of 160 pounds may be made to the highest 
pressure obtained within two minutes 
after receiving the fire alarm at 
the pumping station. It will always be a race 
between Chief Joyner and the engine as to 
which gets there first.. I may here remark 
that nothing connected with the waterworks 
supply has pleased Joyner as much as the 
—— of this engine at the second station. 
3y the way, this additional protection of an 
abundance of waterand tire engine service, 
supplemented by atire department unexcelled, 
is a matter of vital interest to every man, 
woman and childin the city. As a financial 
mattter, the taxpayer will more than save the 
intérest on the bonds by the reduction of in- 
surance rate. Itis well known that the busi- 
ness men of this city have paid a high insur- 
ance rate. Fo: example, you may take my 
own case. For the greater portion of the 
thirteen years that I was in business our firm 
paid an insurance rate of 24 percent, and at 
no time less than 2} per cent. This rate our 
successors are now paying.” 

‘There can be no increase of tax rate?’’ 

‘“‘Under the charter it cannot be increased. 
On the contrary, I think it is perfectly feasible 
to reduce it after the new works are com- 
pleted. I hope the coming year will see the 
completion of the waterworks and the main 
sewers of the town. With these pressing needs 
out of the way the tax rate can oe reduced. 

‘‘Another advantage in placing the reservoir 
near the city is that in having it 
there, less friction of the pipe will 
have to be overcome by the engine, whereas, 
if we were pumping directly from the river, 
the engine would have toovercome the friction 
of seven miles to the city limits and ten miles 
to the other side oftown. This would be an 
immense strain on the pipe as wellas on the 
engine, and would put usin great danger of 
constant breakage, especially under fire 
pressure.”’ 

Distribution of the Water. 

‘*From the'clear water basin, the water is

‘At all cross streets leading from Luckie to 
Marietta, this main will be tapped to carry 
water to the manufacturing district along the 
railroad, practically putting tnem on the main 
pipe. The proposition is to take care of the 
manufacturers. 

“The North avenue main, rnoning toward 
the Boulevard, is sixteen inches in diameter. 
Everything Utilized. 

“Ali the mains of the present works are just 
as good as new, and can be relaid as soon as 
the old works are abandoned. The ten-inck 
pipe recently bought to go to Pool’s branch 
can be utilized, and the two little engines re- 
cently bought to pump water from that place 
for the temporary supply, will be needed in 
the construction of the reservoir.’’ 


The Best Time to Bulld. 


“Atlanta could not have selected a better 
time to build waterworks. Iron has been lower 
this fall than fora number of years, and we 
have an option on a contract for all the pipe at 
$21.50 per ton. This contract will be closed as 
soon as the bonds are voted.”’ 

“*“How long before you will pump water ‘nto 
the city?” 

“If the bonds are issued we can be pumping 
water intothe city by next fall, ibly a little 
earlier if the work is pushed, asI have no 
doubt it will be. I will give you a reason for 
the faith that isin me. The work that requires 
the longest time is the construction of the en- 
gines. Two engines, one for the river station 
and one for the reservoir,are contracted for, and 
by the terins of the contract are to be delivered 
and ready for service July 15, 1892. These two 
will put us in position to begin pumping. The 
whole length of- the pipe to the river will be 
tested from the present works as it is laid, so 


there will be no delay in testing pipes.”’

About sunset this afternoon a total eclipse 
i the moon will occur, and it will be visible 
nh this latitude.

THE FEARTH’S

55 degrees from the north point, and the last 
contact on the western limb, 95 degrees from 
the north point. 

It will take some time for the orb of night to 
pass completely into the deep shadow of the 
earth, and the progress of the eclipse may be 
observed in easy stages. On the east side of 
the moon the indentation of its broad face will 
begin. A small break will occur in its 
periphery, and this will get larger and larger, 
until it looks as if a great piece of the moon had 
been cut out. Slowly immersing herself inthe 
shadow of the earth the satellite will go on 
until she looks like a thin crescent or new 
moon. Then the total eclipse will follow. 
The moon, however, will not be wholly ob- 
scured from sight. Such reflected light as 
may be lying around loose in the shadow of 
the earth will enable the moon to be seen as 
through a glass, darkly. 

While the moon is passing into the shadow 
the obscured part cannot be clearly seen by 
the naked eye, although easily observable 
through a telescope. But when the entire 
disk has passed into the shadow it becomes 
distinctly visible, showing a gradation of tints 
from a bluish or greenish on the outside to a 
gradually increasing red. This, further on, 
changes to acolor resembling iron when ata 
dull read heat. 


KARTH AND MOON IN SPACE. 

The various points of progress of the moon 
during the eclipse will enable astronomers to 
see and photograph the topography of the orb, 
its mountains and valleys being strongly 
marked. The amateur photographer has prac- 
tically come into existence since the last total 
eclipse of the noon, and next Sunday night he 
will have a great opportunity if favored by a 
clear sky. Previously astronomers have been 
encumbered with the wet plate and other old- 
fashioned photographic appliances. Now, 
however, the plates and cameras have been 
brought to such perfection that remarkable 
resu!ts are looked for by astronomers as a re- 
sult of next Sunday night’s work. 

An astronomer who was seen yesterday by a 
CONSTITUTION reporter consented fora few 
minutes to bring his mind down 
from  illimitable space to mundane 
things. ‘Yes, said he, “I am_iiv- 
ing in anticipation of Sunday night. Eclipses 
of the moon are much rarer than eclipses of 
the sun, although we see more of them. An 
eclipse of the moon is observable over one-half 
ot the earth, while an eclipse of the sun may 
only. be seen within a small radius. The earth’s 
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enough away it would not pass through the 
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ECLIPSE OF THE MOON. 

“This is the eclipse,” said the astronomer, 
Jetting his mind run back a few centuries, 
‘‘which Columbus put to such good use. It 
occurred on the night of March 1, 1504. He 
was shipwrecked on the island of Jamaica 
without provisions, and the Indians refused 
him assistance. He foretold the. eclipse, say- 
ing that the gods were displeased with the 
natives, and the moon would hide her face in 
anger and put ona threatening look. They 
laughed at him. But that night they got 
rattled when they saw the moon do what Co- 
lumbus predicted. They begged his pardon 
and he owned the island. It is the same moon 


we have now.” 

Divested of much astronomical technicalia, 
the modus operandi of a lunar eclipse is about 
this way: The moon passing through the 
earth’s shadow becomes obliterated. The 
shadow of the earth projected by the sun ex- 
tends more than three times the distance of 
the moon from us, and sometimes the lunar 
orb in its monthly journey around the earth 
passes through this dark shadow, and is in 
part, or wholly obscured from view. If the 
yn00n comes between us and the sun, the lunar 
shadow falls upon the earth, causing a solar 
eclipse. 

The moon revolves around the earth once 
in about every twenty-eight{days, and one of 
the first difficulties presented to the mind js 
why there is not an eclipse both of the sun 
and moon every month. This would indeed 
be the case ifthe plane of the mogn's orbit 
were parallel tathe piane of the earth’s orbit; 
but it is inclined about 5 degrees to the earth’s 
orbit, so that the moon passes in the one case 
above or below the sm@,and-in the othr 
above or below the shadow, thus preventing 
an eclipse. Sometimes the moon passes 
through the edge of the earth’s shadow, caus- 
ing a partial eclipse, and sometimes it plunges 
centrally through it, causing a total eclipse. ° 

Some years ago the famous astronomer, 
Richard A. Proctor, visited Atlanta and de- 
livered twelve lectures in DeGive’s opera 
house. These were illustrated by camera ob- 
scura pictares thrown on a large canvas., One 
of Proctor’s lectures was entitled, "The Life 
and Death of a World,’’ and described graph- 
ically the birth, the riso and the decline of a 
planet. He told how the moon 1s a dead planet 
without any atmosphere, fire, water, 
animal or vegetable life. As the same side is 
always turned tous we never see but one-half 
of it. Its days and nights are each two weeks 
long, thus giving it great vicissitudes of heat 
and cold. Viewed in the lightof cosmical his- 
tory the moon is but the prototype of our own 
earth indicating what our planet will be when 
its central tires shall have cooled off by slow 
radiation, and the atmosphere and the water 
shali have been absorbed within the porous 
mass. There are many popular superstitions 
about the moon. Thereis a widespread opin- 
ion that the moun in some mysterious way in- 
fluences the weather, affects the growth of 


plants and even animals, but these opinions ; 


are not sustained by any scientific observa- 
tions, and mostof them are mere supersti- 
tions unworthy of the slightest credence. Sci- 
entific observations carefully conducted in 
many parts of the world and extending over a 
long series of years have failed to show that 
the weatherisin any way affected by the 
moon. The influence e the moon 
upon the insane is, on the other 

authenticated fact, as yet | 
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afternoon will be of value, and observations 
will be made by eminent astronomers in va- 
rious parts of the United States. In making 
observations some curious instruments are 
used. The altizamuth, the beliometer and the 
refractor telescopes are brought into requisi- 
tion. In Hartford, Conn., St. Joe, Mo., and 
at the Lick observatory in California, parties 
of astronomers will watch the phenomenon 
and will make full data. 

Interest in this eclipse is, however, not con- 
fined tomen of science. Assoon as the sun 
goes down this afternoon and the moon ap- 
pears in the skies, thousands of eyes will turn 
heavenward. 

The indications are that the weather will be 
perfect. If so, a rare spectacle will be pre- 
sented.

Such Was the Opinion of Representative 
Citizens. 


SOMETHING NEVER DONE ELSEWHERE, 


Atlanta’s Exposition Company Ginned and 
Compressed on Its Own Grounds 
Cotton Raised from Its Field. 


When the Piedmont exposition closed there 
were several acres of fine cotton left unpicked 
ov the north and east sides of the race course. 
Picking has been going on the last few days, 
and yesterday a party of twenty or more repre- 
®entative citizens went out to the machinery 
hall to see this cotton grown on the grounds 
ginned and compressed there. And it was 
done. This was going one better than most 
expositions do. In fact, itis said that no ex- 
position company ever did it before. Some 
may: have grown cotton and had it ginned and 
baled, but never compressed on the grounds, 

Among those present were: Chief Justice 
Bleckley and Associate Justices Simmons and 
Lumpkin, of the supreme court; Colonel R. 
I’. Maddox and Colonel Rucker, of the Mad- 
dox-Rucker Banking Company; J. H. Porter, 
president Merchant’s bank; T. D. Meador, 
vice president Lowry Banking Company; Dr, 
R. D. Spalding, of Gramling, Spalding & 
Kingsbery Company; M. Beck, of 
Beck & Gregg Hardware Company; 
Mr. Scott, of S. M. Inman & Co.; Mr. J. W. 
English, vice president Chattahoochee Brick 
Company; Captain E. P. Howell, Hon. E. P. 
Williams, Captain Roff Sims, Macon; Mr. 
Jeter, of the East Teenessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad; Mr. Raymond, of the Mal- 
lory Steamship Company; Major D. C. Bacon;

The work 
was done by the RKembert roller _pro- 
cess, Which all the gentlemen agreed 
isa greatinvention. Some ove made a calcu- 
lation that the introduction of this compress 
at the country gins in the territory tapped by 
the Richmond Terminal railroads wouid effect 
a saving of $800,000 a year simply in compress 
charges, to say nothing of $1,200,000 saved in 
other ways. Tothe farmers of Georgia this 
compress would save at least $1,000,000 a year, 
it is estimated.

A Capital Autumn Game for Boys.

For those boys who have not the strength nor 
the inclination to play football there is no other 
game that may be indulged in with so much 
pleasure and benefit as paper chasing. More 
real exercise may be got in less time from run- 
ning than from any other sport, except spar- 
ring, and the former has the very great advan- 


tage that it may be practiced in the open air ¥ 


The obiection which most boys bave to run- 
ning is that it lacks excitement. I grant that 
trotting a dozen times or more around a quar- 
ter-mile cinder path may be monotonous; but 
when the three or four miles covered is over a 
pleasant stretch of the open  coun- 
try, embracing field, wood and 
meadow land, following a trail laid with in- 
tent to decgive, and when there is added be- 
sides the element of competition roused by the 
desire of each runner to be ‘‘first in,’”’ the sport 
is one that should appeal to every lad. Paper 


PAPER CHASING, 
chasing, however, is not as popular as it was a 
few yearsago. This is due to the fact that 
cross-country racing has to a great extent sup- 
planted the more enjoyable and healthful pas- 
time. 

Paper chasing, or hare and hounds, is, of 
course, simply another form of cross-country 
running, the difference being that in the latter 
there are no hares and the course is fixed be- 
forehand instead of being left to the pleasure 
of the hares. 

The stock-in-trade required for a paper 
chase is very simple, all that is necessary 
being a light leather bag with open mouth, 


which is hung over each hare’s shoulders, and 
_aquantity of paper for the ‘‘scent.’’ 


The 
hares are allowed a start of from five to fif- 
teen minutes, depending on the length of the 
chase and the character of the country. The 
allowance should always be sufficient to per- 
mit the hares to get well out of sight before 
the hounds start. 

Every half dozen strides orso the hares 
should drop a small handful of the scent.

bits, as it is usually done, but into strips about 
eight inches long. These are more conspicious 
than the others, and instead of being blown 
away by the wind they curl round the grass 
and bushes, forming a very distinct trail. 

As long as there is any scent left in the bags 
the hares 1nust lay a fair and continuous trail. 
When the scent is exhausted, however, the 
bag is dropped. This is a signal to the hounds 
that their prey has started ‘‘home” ona ‘‘bee- 
line,’’ and they are, of course, at liberty te fol- 
low likewise. The hares must surmount a)l ob- 
stacles over which they lay the trail. They 
may cross fordable streams only, and must 
keep within hailing distance of each other. 

Often both ‘‘slow’’ and ‘‘tast”’ packs start in 
pursuit. The slow pack receives a start on the 
fast of about one minute foreacn mile to be 
run. Each hound of the fast pack is his own 
master, and may follow the trail at whatever 
pace seeins best to him. The nembers of the 
slow pack, however, must keep together until 
the “break” is ordered. Theyare under the 
direction of a master of the hounds and two 
whips. The master acts as a pacemaker, adapt- 
ing his gait to that of the slowest hound, while 
the duty of the whips is to keep the stragglers 
together. When the point is reached where 
the hares have dropped the scent bag, the 
master orders the break for home. Then 
the pack becomes fasi. The master ceases 
to order, the whips leave the stragglers to 
straggle, and every one goes for home as 
straight and fastashecan. The “time” of 
the hares is that of the slower of the two 
home. Ifthe first hound in reaches home 
fewer minutes after the hares than the start 
the latter received, the pack wins; otherwise 
the hares are the _ victors. Often the 
hares are. required to gain some min- 
utes on their original start in order to win. 

Should the hares in their haste or through 
neglect fail to Jay a fair trail, the run may be 
protested. The decision in this case is left to 
the master of hounds. 

W henever the nature of the course permits, 
the hares should lay a false scent. On the art- 
fulness with which thisis done depends the 


packs. By the use of a little judicious decep- 
tion the hounds may be Jed to run hundreds of 
yards farther than the hares, and also to lose 
much valuable time. The hares, of course, 
should take turns in laying these false trails. 
For instance, at a crossroads one hare contin- 
uing straight on lays the scent as faintly as he 
fairly can. The otherturns to the right or 
left, dropping-a very strong scent for fifty or

a hundred yards, and then gradually making 
it fainter until it disappears altogether, 
after which he rejoins his companions 
by a short cut. The hounds come dash- 
ing along, and seeing only the false 
trail—especially if the first handful or two of 
the reai lias been dropped in the ditch—follow 
headlong. When they get to the end they look 
night and left,and finally concluding that 
they have been hoaxed, return to the junction 
of the roads to find thg real trail. By way of 
variety, the real trailmay be made faint at 
the next crossroads and the false strong. 
Mindful of this last experience, the hounds wil! 
probably follow the latter and again come to 
rief. 
I recollect one hare and hounds chase in 
which I took part a few years ago that ter- 
minated rather disastrously for the hares. 
After following the trail hotly for about three 
miles we came upon one of the pair resting on 
the stump ofatree. He had turned his ankle 
and was suffering from a bad sprain. His

There is one charge that has been made 
against cross-country runoing, in reply to 
which I want to say a word of defense.

Wearing an ail- 
wool undershirt will also prevent too rapid 
evaporation, and the consequent sudden and 
dangerous reduction of the temperature of the 
body. Over the shirt may be worn a jersey or 
sweater; a pair of thick tlannel knickerbockers, 
long worsted stockings, and rubber-so!ed shoes 
complete the outfit for the paper chaser.

ONE HUNDRED MILES AN HOUR. 


A Locomotive that is Expected to Pull a 
Train to Philadelphia in Sixty Minutes. 
From The Philadelphia Record. 

“If the newengineI am about to have con- 
structed is notcapable of making 100 miles an 
hour, I’ll give her to the first person I meet.” 

This statement was made yesterday by Mr.Jack- 
son Richards, the master mechanic of the Phila- 
delphia and Reading railroad, who was exhibiting 
to a party of deeply interested persons the draw- 
ings fora locomotive which, if successful, is al- 
most sure to revolutionize the construction of the 
high-speed locomotives. Mr. Richards has been 


working on his latest invention for the past ten ° 


years, and a few days ago the drawings were com- 
pleted and the patent was applied for, Ifthe new 
flyer is as successful as experts predict she will be 
it is more than likely thatjthe time between Phil- 
adelphia and New York will be made in less than 
an hour. 

In outward appearance the new locomotive will 
not differ materially from the speedy. engines 
now usedon the Philadelphia and Reading rail- 
road, between this city and New York. The pe- 
culiarity of construction lies in the fact that in- 
stead of the two cylinders as used at present there 
will be tour. One cylinder will be placed on each 
side of the locomotive frameas at present, and the 
other two will be cast in what is known as the 
cylinder saddle. The inside pair of cylinders are 
to be in one piece, and will lie onan angle. The 
outside cylinders are to be horizontal as at pres- 
ent. The four cyliuders will entirely overcome 
what is known to engineers as the dead center, 
and engine will be perfectly balanced withont any 
counter balance in the wheels. This latter im- 
provement will,to alarge degree, do away with 
the vicious pounding which has proven so destruc- 
tive to modern roadbeds. The perfect balancing 
of the engine will be largely dueto the working 
of the two cylinders so near her center, and these 
same cylinders working vs they do from such a 
central point of vantage, will help out in the mat- 
ter of speed to a great degree, 

According to the experts wo have examyned the 
drawings, the valve. motion is perfect. There 
will be four fvalves—one to each cylinder—and 
they will be operated by two links, the same as 
now used for two eylinders. The engine is de- 
signed to be built on the Wootou fire box, the 
caine asis now used onthe famous “206,” which 
made apnile in the remarkable time,ofjthirty -nine 
and a half seconds on August 27th. The ordinary

THE REPORTS OF VARIOUS COMMITTEES. 


A Vigorous Policy of Home Mission Work 
Is Being Adopted-—The Dele- 
gates to Preach Today. 


The synod held three sessions yesterday. 
Each was crowded with business in the en- 
deavor to close by midnight. This was not 
accomplished, however, and the meeting will 
run over till Monday at noon. 

The report of the committee on synodical 
evangelization, which was delivered Friday 
night, came up fora vote, Warm discussion 
was held on some of the minor recom- 
mendations of the report; but it was 
finally adopted, with unimportant amend- 
ments. This report provided that the Presby- 
terian church of Georgia shall increase its 
corps of evangelists from two to six. This 
means unprecedented activity in mission work. 

Dr. F. M. Phillips, of the Tuscaloosa col- 
ored institute, presented a very strong plea 
for the education of the colored ministry. He 
stated that within the last few years seventy- 
five educated young colored men had gone 
forth to labor among their -race from 
this institution. These students had 
all received respectable educations, 
and the entire delegation bore stainless 
reputations, both as students and while in the 
ministry. This, he urged, was claiming & 
good deal for that number of young negroes. 
After presenting the strong needs of this work 
among the colored men, Dr. Phillips asked for 
$10,000 to prosecute the movement success- 
fully. As his report was concurred in, the 
church has virtually pledged itself to raise 
this amount, if possible. 

Dr. Houston, chairman of the board of 
foreign missions, made a very strong 
speech in behalf of his department of 
church work. The urgent needs of 
the missionaries were presented and an in- 
creased support was asked for them. A _ de- 
tailed plan of raising this money was sug- 
gested by Dr. Houston. His plan was to or- 
ganize the canvass for funds thoroughly by di- 
viding the synod into districts and then sys- 
tematically covering these one by one until 
every community has rendered aid. The plan 
met with the endorsement of every delegate. 

Rev.JMr. Meyers, a Methodist minister who is 
agent for the American Bible Union, appeared 
before the synod and was voted a 
fraternal delegate with the privileges 
of the floor. He made a brief but vigorous 
speech for his work and asked the un- 
qualified support of the synod. The dele- 


gates were with him. 
If the purse of the Presbyterian church was 
in keeping with the enterprise, and good will 


of the synods, it would do a power of work the | 


coming few years through these various 
avennes. However, the real work accom- 

lished by the church the past two years has 

en marvelous, and increased activity is re- 
ported along all lines of Presbyterian enter- 
prise. The highways and byways have be- 
come the fields of more earnest labors than 
ever before.

THE SUGAR BOUNTY. 


Commissioner Mason on His Way to Louisi- 
ana to Arrange for It. 

Colonel John M. Mason, commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue, with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, arrived in Atlanta yesterday morning. 

The colonel is bound for New Orleans but 
has been visiting and inspecting all revenue 
oftices within easy reach on his route. He has 
just come from Columbia, where he went after 
a brief stay at Charleston, and in both places 
he received a cordial welcome. 

Yesterday morning the commissioner visited 
the custom house and in Colonel Chapman’s 
office was given an informal reception. Judge 
W. T. Newman, Senator Colquitt, Colonel 
A. E. Buck, District Attorney Darnell, Gen- 
eral Phillips, anda number of other gentile- 
men called on him there. Colonel Mason 
seemed greatly pleased with what he saw in 
the local revenue department. 

In the afternoon he was driven about the 
city by Colonel Buck and shown the various 
local points of interest. 

Colonel Mason will remain in Atlanta today 
and tomorrow afternoon at 4 o’clock will leave 
for New Orleans. 

His visit there is an important one. 

Under the McKinley bill foreign sugar has 
been placed on the free list and a bounty of 
2 cants a pound put on sugar in the United 
States. his is the first year of the payment 
of the bounty. 

Colonel Mason will arrange the man- 
ner of the eager and to whom 
the money is to paid over. The amount 
involved reaches up to nearly ten million dol- 
lars. All of it goes to the producer. 

Every July those who intend making sugar 
take ont alicense. This is granted, and each 
leaves recorded the number of acres of cane he 
proposes to put under cultivation, and the 
amount of sugar he expects to make. 

When the season ends, a government inspec- 
tor packs the sugar and stampsit. It is then 
sent directly to the refineries." Louisiana 
produces -a Ilarge =majority of the 
cane sugar made in the United 
States,and in consequence the state is the cen- 
ter of interest as regards the bounty. The 
sugar that proves to be 80 per cent pure calls 
for 1} cents per pound; that of 90 per cent, 2 
cents a pound. 

The work which awaits Commissioner 
Mason, in regard to this, is certainly large. It 
will require a — deal of his time and atten- 
tion. New Orleans will be his destination, 
and, after making arrangements ager to 
a bounty, he will return directly te Wash- 

ngton.

Mr. Edison takes pride in having been a 
newspaper man. He likes to talk of the days 


when as a boy he edited and printed The , 


Grand Trunk Herald. He tells me he was 
a newsboy on the train when he did it, and he 
believes it is the only newspaper that has 
ever been published on a newspaper train. He 
ran it for more than a year, and by virtue of 
it he says he isnowa member of the New York 
Press Club. He talked with meas to the news 
paper reports which he sent ont while a teleg- 
rapher, and told me that the worst copy he 
ever handled was that of George M. Bloss, of 
The Cincinnati Enquirer. Said he: 

“I wasatelegraph operator at Cincinnati 
at the time he was editor of The Enquirer 
and his copy tometimes came into the office. 
I remember one piece which none of us could 
translate, and we sent it back to The Enquirer 
ottice and had them copy it for us. It was 
worse ——— that of Horace Greeley, 
and I remember that we tacked a piece of it up- 
on the wall of the telegraph office and left a 
standing offer below it of $10 to the first man 
whocould decipher ten lines of it, and the 
money was never claimed.”’ 

“Such a thing will never happen,” said I, 
‘twhen newspaper reporters turn in their copy 
on the phonograph.”

STANLEY HAS GONE, 


The Defaulting Superintendent of the 
Money Order Department 


LEAVES FOR THE DISTANT WEST. 


The Marietta and North Georgia Case in 
the Circuit Court — Other Matters 
About the Custom House. 


Emmet B. Stanley has left Atlanta for 
the wild, woolly west. 

Several days ago he bid farewell to At- 
lanta, and when it was discovered his re- 
cent settlement with the Fidelity and Cas- 
ualty Company aroused suspicions of a per- 
manent absence and a forteiture of his 
bond of $2,000. 

But it is only temporary. 

A few days ago it was decided to post- 
pone his case, charging him with embez- 
ziement, until the next term, which be- 
gins in March. His health was extremely - 
bad, and it was observed that in his weak 
physical condition he could not undergo the 
wear and tearof atrial. Arrangements were 
then made for a postponement, and the former 
limit, November 30th, was set aside. 

Stanley packed up and left as soon as this 
became known, and he is now enjoying the 
fresh breezes of Denver, where his mother and 
family live. 

He istobe given thirty days’ notice of the 
day of his trial, and hence he will have full 
opportunity to regain his former health, away 
from the place where his trouble began. 

The question of the Marietta and North 
Georgia road issuing certificates was argued at 
great lengthin the circuit court yesterday 
morning. 

The recent report of Special Master B. H. 
Hill, in which he made a number of recom- 
mendations, was considered. The building of 
a bridge across the river at Knoxville and 
other improvements on the road were dis- 
cussed. 

Receiver J. B. Glover was ordered to as- 
certain the cost of building the bridge, and 
whether the bidders for the contract would 
take certificates at par, or, if not, at what dis- 
count. 

He was also ordered to find out if he could 
sell the certificates and at what price, and as- 
certain the cost of sixty-pound rails and at 
what sum lhe could sell the old rails,so as to 
determine the cost of laying thirty-five miles 
of track with sixty-pound rails instead of the 
thirty-five. 

The Injunction Denied. 

An interesting case in connection with the 
road was disposed of yesterday morning. 

On April 25th Mr. R. F. Maddox and others 
filed an intervention in the case of the Cen- 
tral Trust Company vs. the Marietta and 
North Georgia for the foreclosure of a mort- 
gage. The plaintiffs sought to enjoin the 
proceedings instituted by the trust company, 
on the grounds that, as against them,a ocer- 
tain consolidation of minor roads into a system 
known as the Marietta and North Georgia 
road, and the issue of bonds to be foreclosed, 
was invalid. 

The plaintiffs were stockholders in the Ma- 
rietta and North Georgia, and this road, to- 
gether with the Knoxville’ Southern, the 
North Carolina and Georgia, and the Marietta 
and North Georgia Railroad Compang, were 
consolidated. 

There was a demurrer to this injunction. 
Yesterday an opinion was handed down by 
Judge W. T. Newman, in which the demurrer 
was sustained and the injunction denied. 

The District Court. 

In the district court yesterday morning 
Conway McConnell, Thurman Kirby and 
Marshall Owens, of Towns county, pleaded 
guilty to working in an illicit distillery, and 
were given two months imprisonment each. 

The case of H. K. Furlow, of Morgan 
county, charging the defendant with violating 
the lottery laws, came up, and was nol 
prossed. 

The cases against Thomas Satterfield and 
John Cook, of Union county, and William J. 
Peyton, of Banks, for moonshining, were all 
nol prossed. The accusations dated back sev 
eral years. 

To Meet Again. 

Tomorrow the grand jury will reconvene. 
There are a large number of cases before the 
members for their disposition, and they will 
be busily occupied for the remainder of the 
term. Colonel John H. Se&ls is foreman. 

The next session of the criminal cours will 
begin two weeks from tomorrow. 

New Services. 

Tomorrow a postal service will be put on 
the Chattanooga Southern road, between that 
city and Gadsden, a distance of ninety-two 
miles. Postal cars will be run each way once 
a day, Sunday excepted. Yesterday Mr. J. K. 
McCullough was transferred from the 
Cleveland and Selma line, and 
he will act as clerk for the new service. 

Arrangements have been completed for a 
mail service between Sumter, S. C., and Ben- 
netsville, a distance of 121 miles, making a 
through service from Charleston to Bennets- 
ville. This will go into eflect on December 
Ist, and will prove a very great convenience. 

All of the postal clerks have been ordered to 
haveé their photos taken and forwarded to the 
department at Washington immediately, so 
the new commissions can be issued before the 
first of the year.

Kural Police and Train Robberies. 
From The Chicago News. | 

Somr months ago The Daily News drew atten- 
tion to the neecessity for inalgurating a system 
of rural police that wonld afford the same protece 
tion to dwellers in the country that the city resi- 
dents enjoy. lt was pointed out that the absence 
of such protection—which would necessarily be 
inthe form of a mounted patrol—would minim- 
ize the growing lawlessness of tramps and other 
outcasts who prey upon defenseless communities. 

But there are even stronger arguments why po- 
lice protection should be extended to the country. 
The reign of terror inaugurated by bandits known 
as train robbers is increasing in extent and fla- 
grancy. These outlaws invaribly select some lonely 
spot in the country for their depredations, It 
does not follow that a rural police force could al- 
ways prevent train robberies, but there can be no 
doubt that its effect would be to lessen the bold- 
ness of American banditti. A rural police patrol, 
especially in sparsely settied districts, would seem 
to be a necessity of the times. 

It is not often that train robbers become so bold 
as to select a point near a large city for their 
fiendish work. Thatan ex train only an hour 
out of Chicago on the St. Panl road has been held 
up by ! ts proves bow daring this class of 
criminals is becoming. aa must be checked in 
the interest of the of the traveling public.
